WASHINGTON, D. C., Thursday, Jan. 
5.—Senator Stephen B. Elkins of West 
Virginia died at midnight after a linger- 
ing iliness of more than six months. His 
family was at his bedside. | 

The Senator’s death is particularly im- 
‘portant from a political standpoint. It re- 
moves another of the Old Republican 
Guard from the Senate, already sufficient- 
ly weakened by the approaching passing 
of Sénators Aldrich and Hale, and it 
leaves @ vacancy sure to be filled by a 
Democrat, thus further strengthening the 
minority. 

The nature of the Senator’s disease was 
mever satisfactorily diagnosed, though 
consultations were held with doctors from 
all over the country. When the end came 
it wae sudden, as for the past two or 
three days the family had hoped a slight 
improvement had set in. By his bedside 
at the end were gathered most of the 
members of his family. 

Mrs. Elkins since coming to Washing- 
ton from their country place at Elkins had 
practically withdrawn herself from society 


and Gevoted herself to Mr. Elkins. Her 
fathet, ex-Senator Henry Gassaway Da- 
vis, Was present, while the Senator’s four 
sons, Davis, Stephen, Richard, and Blaine, 
his daughter, Miss Katherine Elkins, and 
Mrs. Blaine Elkins have been in Washinz- 
ton for several weeks.

AUBURN, Wash., Jan. 4.—Two masked 


highwaymen entered the mall car on a

SEVERE WITH SUGAR TRUST. 


Taft Not Likely to Accept Compro- 
mise—Report from New Orleans.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The second 
stage of the Government's war on the 
Sugar Trust is about to reach a definite 
point with the filing In the next few days 
of a report on the investigation by the 
New Orleans Federal Grand Jury, The 
Government’s work against the trust in 
New York has already resulted in the 
refunding of about $3,000,000 in duties, 
and a compromise proposition is now be- 
fore the Department of Justice for a nay- 
ment of $700,000 for immunity from prose- 
cution for frauds on drawbacks, collected 
on sugar never imported at all. 

In New Orleans the Government’s in- 
vestigation took a different direction, as 
the alleged frauds were practiced by 
means of undergrading. The grading of 
sugar is a complicated process, involving 
what is known as the polariscopic test 
of the saccharine percentage in the sugar, 
and it figured largely in the tariff debates 
in the Senate to the complete confound- 
ing of most Senators.

With the locking up in the Tombs last 
night of Joseph G. Robin, whose financial 
operations have caused the closing of the 
Northern Bank and the Washington Sav- 
ings Bank, news came out of a fresh 
discovery of Robin's irregularities. In 
this case Robin obtained from the funds of 
the Washington Savings Bank the sum of 
$118,810. The security he pledged for this 
money he was able to continue using as 


before, and in the ten months that elapsed: 


between his taking out the loan and the 
discovery of the plan by which he did it, 
he was able to dissipate té a large extent 
the originally ample securities. 

The ‘result is that not only does the 
State Banking Department find itself in 
of mortgages on land which 
nas since been sold and title passed to 
the purchaser, but also is in possession 
of evidence that many purchasers of 
Bronx lots on the installment plan from 
the Bankers’ Realty and Security Com- 
pany, one of the Robin concerns, have 
been defrauded out of their money, since 
title to their lots cannot be passed to 
them unincumbered.

That 
things were wrong and that the mortgages 
do not at this time represent the securi- 
ties originally covered by them became 
known following the publication in Tue 
SUNDAY..TimMus of the recording of two 
mortgages by the Bankers’ Realty & Se- 
curity Company. Several home owners in 
the Bronx recognized in the description 
of the property involved the homes in 
which they lived. One real estate broker 
recognized plots which he had sold for 
Robin, and’ a woman living in Belle Har- 
bor recognized from the description ten 
lots which she had bought and paid for. 

The result was that title searchers were 
&t once set to work from the office of the 
State Banking Department to see what 
Securities the mortgages really cover, 
while appraisers were sent to the Bronx 
to obtain estimates of the value of such 
lots as are found unsold. Some 400 
pieces of real estate in all are involved 
in these and other Robin transactions, 
and all of them will be gone over before 
the report of the investigators ig made 


up. 

At the office of Rollins & Rollins, law- 
yers, at 32 Nassau Street, who filed the 
mortgages which caused such a stir 
through the Bronx, it was learned that 
they had received the mortgages from the 
State Banking Department's agent, woe 
is at work in the Washington Savings 
Bank. Beyond the request that they have 
them recorded the law firm knew nothing 
of their contents. 

An inquirer who asked about them at 
the Washington Savings Bank was in- 
formed that on Saturday, while going 
through the safe, the mortgages were 
found. At first the State officials did not 
believe that they could have reposed in 
the safe for ten months without being re- 
corded. But when a search for evwience 
that they. had been placed on record 
proved fruitless they were immediately 
sent to the law firm with instructions to 
ovale them through to the proper offi- 
cials.

Examiner Hutchins of the Department 
of.Banking he immediately said that the 
date of the mortgages, Feb. 19, 1910, and 
the period of two years during which the 
interest was to run, were both signifi- 
cant. 

“It was a very unusual banking meth- 
od,’’ he said, ‘‘to keep those mortgages 
on file without recording them. I hardly 
would suspect that a savings bank would 
dare do it. The Washingtcn Savings 
bank was examined just before these 
mortgages were made out. It was due to 
be examined again in/ two years—just 
about the lifetime of the mortgages. 

“Tf any bank examiner had found un- 
recorded mortgages in a savings institu- 
tion it would have been an immediate 
sign to him that something was wrong.”’ 

Another item from the real estate col- 
umns of THE TIMES was shown to the 
Chief Examiner. It was a memorandum 
of a suit filed Dv 
the Bankers’ Realty Company to forces 
title to a lot 25 by 100 feet on Middletown 
Road.

BROKER A. M. JUDSON 
A HOSPITAL SUICIDE 


Head of the Firm That Recently 
Failed Shoots Himself at the 
J. Hood Wright. 























DIES SOON AFTERWARD 





His Son Says He Suffered from De- 
spondency Over the Breaking 
Up of His Business. 





Alfred Mills Judson, head of the broker- 
age firm of Judson & Judson, 25 Broad 
Street, which was recently forced into 
bankruptcy, and one of the oldest and 
best-known members, of the Stock Ex- 
change, committed suicide last night by 
shooting himself through the head in a 
small room off the sitting room in the 
J. Hood Wright Hospital. Since his firm 
failed he had been despondent. 

Mr. Judson had been a Director of the 
J. Hood Wright Hospital for twenty-one 
He had always taken an active 
interest in the work of the institution, 
and it was always his practice when in 
need of medical attention tw go there. 
He went to the hospital] last night about 
5 o’clock, appearing to be in good spirits.

Tne dying man was carried out and laid 
On a couch in the sitting room. While the 
doctors examined him oxygen was admin- 
istered but it was of no avail. He died 
in 15 minutes. 

Word was sent to Malcolm B. Foster 
and Richard C. Viet, Vice Presidents of 
the hospital, and to Mr. Judson’s son, 
William D. Judson. Mr. Foster was 
greatly shocked when he learned of the 
death of his friend. He said that on 
Tuesday he had talked to Mr. Judson 
over the telephone and found him appa- 
rently hopeful of arranging his business 
affairs satisfactorily. 

Within an hour the son, who-is en- 
Saged in the mercantile trade, arrived at 
the hospital. Soon afterward Dr. Le 
Hane, acting for Coroner Hellenstein, 
who is ill, got there. Le Hane expressed 
the belief that Mr. Judson had been led 
to take his life through a pride which 
would not allow him to end a long and 
honorable business Hfe by failure. 

Mr. Judson was 62 years old. Until ten 
days ago he and his wife lived at the 
Hendrick Hudson annex, 601 West 110th 
Street. His son, Charles Y. Judson, who 
was associated with him in business, lived 
in the same house. From there they 
moved to 635 Circuit Road, New Rochelle. 
It was the intention of this son soon to 
go to Detroit to engage in business, and 
this may have had an effect on the father. 

‘‘ Father had not been in good health for 
a year,’’ said William Judson. ‘ He re- 
ceived the greatest shock of his life when 
the firm failed, Since then he has been 
very despondent.’’ . 

The firm of Judson & Judson was com- 
posed of the elder Mr. Judson, his son 
Charles Y. Judson, and Percy W. Sher- 
man. The firm was forced into bank- 
ruptcy on Dec. 17 by three of its custom- 
ers, whose credits amounted to $4,11. 
The senior member of the firm had been 
a member of the Stock Exchange since 
Feb. 24, 1869. The firm of Judson & 
Judson was organized on May 2, 1901. 

Mr. Judson was well known as a special- 
ist in New York Central stock.

£25 to get their jobs as laborers, and are 
then required to hand over a smali per-! 
centage of their meagre, earnings to the 
overseers to hold their jobs. ‘ 
Many arrests are threatened by the 
officiais of the Carnegie Steel Company 
on account of the disclosures. These were 
brought about by the work of N. A. Ben- 
dell, chief detective for the steel com- 
pany, whose investigations caused the in- 


dictment of Sandersky and James Rice, 
Superintendent of the Merchant Mill oi 
the Duquesne §teel Company, a sub- 
sidiary company of the Carnegie Com- 
pany. 

It has been generally known for years 
among steel workers that the foreigners 
in the mills got their jobs only by the 
payment of graft, but none suspected 
that the system was so widespread as to- 
day’s exposures show it to be. 

Sandersky freely confessed his part in 
the system, and said it was universal 
throughout the steel-making district. A 
similar charge was made by men partici- 
pating in the bloody Schenville strike, but 
the investigation made at that time pro- 
duced few results of importance. 

In the effort to get at the true state 
of affairs, the Steel Company officials 
have been nampered by the unwillingness 
of the foreign workmen to expose their 
foreman. The workmen say the foreman 
will discharge them. if they expose him, 
and they nave little faith in the promise 
of higher officials .to protect them. Rice 
refused to plead guilty with Sandersky. 
who was one of the subordinates, and he 
went to trial to-day.

HUNDREDS KILLED 


Town of Vyerny, Russian Turke- 
stan, Destroyed—A Thousand 
Families Homeless, 








RECORDED BY SEISMOGRAPHS 





Shock So Violent That Needle of In- 


strument in London Collapsed— 


American Observateries’ Reports. 





TASHKENT, Asiatic Russia, Jan. 4.— 
There was a violent earthquake at various 
points of Russian Turkestan from 4 to 
4:30 o’clock this morning. 

Many bufldings were destroyed. There 


were a large number of fatalities. 
Practically all the stores and residences 


at Vyerny, the capital of the territory of 
Semiryetchensk, were destroyed or dam- 
aged. The city has a population of 23,000. 

Violent earth shocks continued at inter- 
vals during this afternoon at Kopal, 
Vyerny, and other places in this Govern- 
ment, but they were not so destructive as 
those of the early morning hours. 

Unofficial reports say that hundreds 
have been killed or injured, and that the 
distress of the refugees is terrible, owing 
to the destruction of the heating appa- 
ratus in the houses and the intense cold 
which prevails. 

Gcvernor General Pokotiloff reports 
that a thousand families are without shel- 
ter in Vverny alone. Many sd&diers have 
been injured, and nearly every house in 
and around the town, including the pub- 
lic schools and the Governor’s residence, 
has been damaged. 

The loss, however, .8 less serious than 
that oecasioned by the earthquake in 
1887, becaus2 many of the stcne buildings 


were then replaced by buildings of wood. 
Communication in the devastated dis- 


trict is interrupted. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—An official 
message received here states that the 
bodies of forty victims of the earthquake 
at Vyerny have thus far been recovered. 

The principal shock occurred at 1:25 
A. M., St. Petersburg time. 

LONDON, Jan. 4.—An earthquake of 
gigantic proportions was recorded by the 
seismograph at the observatory at West 
Bromwich between 11:35 o’clock last night 
and 3:56 o’clock this morning, apparently 
3,000 or 4,000 miles to the eastward. 

The oscillation was so violent that the 
needle of the instrument collapsed. 


PARIS, Jan. 4.—The observatories of 
France, Belgium, and Spain registered 
earthshocks of exceptional violence, be- 
ginning at 11:34 o'clock last night and 
lasting .several. hours. 

The éstimated distance was between 
8,100 and 3,700 miles, the disturbance ap- 
parently originating in the southwest of 
Asia.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.~—Records of the 
earthquake in -~Asiatic Russia were ob- 
tained on the seismographs of the United 
States Weather Bureau, according to a 
statement issued to-day by Willls L. 
Moore, chief of the bureau. There were 
two distinct tremors, lasting through two 
and a half hours, and both were of un- 
usual intensity. 

The first shock began at 6:39 o’clock 
last night and was followed by a violent 
motion at 7:10, which lasted alf an 
hour. The direction or the shocks record- 
ed was both north-south and east-west. 


ALBANY, Jan. 4.—The earthquake re- 
corded last evening on the instruments of 
the State Museum here indicated the 
greatest seismic disturbance Since the 
San Francisco and Valparaiso earth- 
quakes. The movement exceeded the lim- 
its of the recording apparatus, 

The tremors began at 6:43 P. M. and 
lasted for two hours, the maximum being 
between 7:15 and 7:20. 


Russian Turkestan comprises nearly the 
eritire region embraced in the provinces 
of Samarkand, Ferghans, Svr-Darya, and 
Semiryetchenchk, and the Transcaspian 
Territory, tozether with the vassal States 
of Bokhara and Khiva. 

The general Government of Russian 
Turkestan has an area of about 630,000 
Sqjuare miles and between 5,000,000 and 
6,000,000 inhabitants, Tashkent, the capi- 
tal of the Government, is an important 
trade centre, with a population of about 
157 ,W00, 

Vyerny is a fortified town at the north- 
ern foot of the Trans-Illi Ala-Tau, about 
fifty miles from the River Illi and about 
the same distance from -Lake Issyk-Kul. 
It was badly damaged by an earthquake 
in 1897. 


GET 'QUAKE RECORDS HERE. 


Seismographs at Fordham and Brook- 
lyn Indicate Disturbance, 

It was found yesterday morning that 
the seismograph at the observatory of tiie 
Brooklyn College, on Crown Heights, 
Brooklyn, had made a pronounced recurd 
of the earthquake shock in Russian 
Turkestan on Tuésday night. The instru- 
ment indicated the duration of the chief 
shock as about thirty-three minutes. 

The record made by the needle showed 
this shock to have been marked and ex- 
tremely violent. The greatest activity 
eemed to be from north to south. 

(‘he seismological observatory of the 
Brooklyn College is one of a chain estab- 
lished in connection with the principal 
sesuit colleges in this country. 

An earthquake of great violence was 
recorded by the seismograph at Fordham 
University Tuesday night. The oscillation 
of the needle began at 6:40 o’clock and 
lasted about ‘two hours, the principa! 
shock occurring’at 7:17. It was estimated 
that the earthquake occurred 4,000 miles 
away. The greatest activity was shown 
from north to south, although the shocks 
from east to west were also very violent.

Re,uviican minority, put Grady easily 
held the centre of the stage in the Senate. 

There had been much speculation before 
{i- Senate met as to whether Senator 
The veteran 
minority leader soon set all such curiosity 
at rest. He entered the Senate Chamber 
just before noon, seemingly in the pink 
of condition. He smiled and frowned by 
turns as of old while he listened to the 
reading of the Governor’s message and to 
the cut and dried oratory that marks 
every opening session in the Senate. While 
the preliminaries were in progress Grady 
sat silent, and when the vote was taken 
on a resolution naming Senator Robert 
F. Wagner as President pro tem. of the 
Senate, the post cf honor that, all things 
equal, Senator Grady would have been 
justified in claiming as his just reward 
for years of faithful service to his politi- 
cal masters, he left the Senate Chamber 
until the roll call was completed without 
his name on record. 


Grady Speaks with Authority. 


As soon as the real business of the Sen- 
ate began, however, Grady came to the 
front. His friends, who look upon his 
humiliation as one of the great tragedies 
of practical politics, declare it was from 
force of habit. Be that as it may, Grady’s 
voice rang through the onyx chamber 
where the Senate sits with all the domi- 
nant note of authority so familiar from 
debates which have riade legislative his- 
tery in the course of his many years of 
leadership—debates in which Grady has 
usually carried off all the honors. 

When the decree went out dethroning 





him Grady threatened to become a 
* free lance’’ in the Senate, and later on 
he told a bosom friend that he would 
round out his career as ‘‘the people’s 
Senator,’ freed of all the hateful fetters 
that heretofore had hampered him in his 
public career. To-day only Grady can tell 
with what significance he proclaimed him- 
self the representative of the ‘*‘ progressive 
Democratic Party in this Senate.’”’ This 
was in the course of a spirited debate with 
Josiah T. Newcomb of New York, the pro- 
gressive Republican with whom Grady so 
frequently measured swords when he led 
his old guard to the fray in the two

Senator Robert F. Wagner assumed his 
leadership with dignity, but in earnest. 
He made it known that he intends to be 
the real leader of the upper house. But 
everybody who sat -in the Senate to-day 
could not but realize that he will come in 
for lots of trouble if he is to be ground 
‘between the upper millstone of onslaughts 
‘from the large minority under Edgar 
Truman Brackett and the nether millstone 
of vengeful filibustering tactics devised by 
the silver-tongued parliamentarian who 
jto-day proclaimed himself the, representa- 
itive in the Senate of the ‘Progressive 
(Democratic Party.” 
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Nevweceomb Assails Dix Policy. 


The reading of Gov. Dix’s message, 
which is printed on Page 6, was the first 
function performed by Patrick E. McCabe, 
the new Senate Clerk. When it was over 


Majority Leader Wagner arose to make 
the usual motion that it be printed and 
laid on the table when Senator Josiah ‘I’. 
Newcomb, the only Republican Senator 
from Manhattan, halted him with the dec- 
laratfon that he had something to say 
first. 

Senator Newcomb bitterly assailed cer- 
tain recommendations made by the Gov- 
ernor, concentrating his fire on the prop- 
osition to abolish the Water Supply Com- 
mission, the establishment of the central 

ufchasing bureau, and the proposed bal- 
ot reform prohibiting the appearance of 
a candidate’s name on a ballot in more 
than one place. 

In reference to the recommended con- 
solidation of the Forest, Fish and Game 
Commission and the Water Supply Com- 
mission, organized for the purpose of de- 
veloping the water resources of the State 
under State auspices, Senator Newcomb 
‘said that in urging the abolition of that 
ibody the Governor ‘“‘turned his back 
squarely on the first principles of con- 
servation and opened the way for private 
exploitation of the water powers without 
regard to the rights and interests of all 
the pypple in the fruits of their develop- 
ment.’”’ 





Far more violent was his attack on the 
proposition of establishing a central pur- 
chasing agency for State supplies. In ref- 
erence to this recommendation he said: 

‘“*The Governor has recommended a 
central purchasing agency for all the 
State institutions. Mr. President, the 
hungry and thirsty are knocking at the 
door. They are led by the hungriest and 
thirstiest of them all, Adopt this recom- 
mendation and they may all be gorged to 
their satisfaction. It is no mystery what 
sinister influence broods over this legis- 
lation.

Introduced in Senate with Approval of 
Two Suffrage Societies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 4.—The Woman's Suffra- 
gists were on the field early, and the 
fourth bill of the session in the Senate 
was & proposed constitutional amendment 
removing restrictions which prevent wo- 
men from voting in this State. The bill 
this year does not extend suffrage to wo- 
men whose citizenship is derived solely 
from marriage with citizens. 

it was introduced by Senator Josiah = 
Newcomb of New York, and was brought 
here by Mrs. H. W, Graham, represent- 
ing Mrs. Clarence Mackay, President of 
the Kqual Franchise Association, and 
Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, President of 
the Women’s Political Union, who was 
also here, said that it met the views of 
her organization. The State Woman Suf- 
frage Association, which is the oldest of 
the votes for women organizations, was 
represented here to-day by Miss Harriet 
May Mills, who said that her association 
was preparing a measure of its own which 
would be introduced early in the session, 
and that it did not advocate the bill pre- 
pared by the other two bodies. 

Senator Newcomb’s bill is like the meas- 
ure which has provoked discussion at sev- 
eral previous sessions in that it provides 
for the submission to popular vote at the 
next general election of a proposition to 
amend the constitution by striking out the 
word ‘‘male’’ in the section re ating to 
the right of franchise, thus putting men 
and women on an equal footing, The new 
clause intended to meet an objection 
urged by anti-suffragists—that equal suf- 
frage would give the ballot to a large 
number of women not qualified to use it 
wisely—provides that immigrant women 
who have attained citizenship under the 
present laws by marrying citizens shall 
not have power to vote until they have 
conformed with the requirements that 
now operate in regard to male aliens. It 
provides also that the Legislature shall 
arrange the methods by which such wo- 
men shall be admitted to citizenship. 

The measure will be introduced also on 
the Assembly side. The suffragists say 
that Senator “Tim” Sullivan will work 
for it among the Democratic members of 
the Upper House. 


TO ABOLISH SERVICE BOARDS. 
Bronx Senator Offers a Bill to Re- 
place Them—Three Sullivan Bills. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 4.—A bill which, 
if enacied, would abolish the two Public 
Service Commissions of the State and es- 
tablish instead two corporation commis- 
sions was introduced to-day by Senator 
Stephen J. Stilwell of the Bronx; who 
Says he has devoted some attention to 
rapid transit questions. One of the pro- 
posed commissions is for New York City. 
{t is to be composed of five members, one 
for each borough, to be elected by the 
people. The other commission, for the 
territory outside of New York City, is to 
be composed of members appointed by the 
Governor. The salary of each Commis- 
sioner is placed at $10,000 instead of $15,- 
000, the annual salary of the present 
Public Service Commissioners. Jurisdic- 
tion over telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies is divided between the two commis- 
sions. ; 

Gov. Dix said he had not been consulted 
about the biil, and that it did not repre- 
sent his views. Senator Stilwell said the 
plan was his own idea, and that he has 
consulted no cne in public office. 

The first three bills of the session were 
introduced by *‘ Big Tim’’ Sullivan. One 
incorporates a world Bible league. It 
names the Rev. Daniel 8S. Gregory, Carl- 
ton H. Tyndall, and the Rev. E. EB. Ford, 
with two others, as in@orporators. An- 
other makes it a misd@@edanor to manu- 
facture sandbags, bludgeons, and black- 
jacks. It also makes the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons by persons over 16 Years 
old a feiony instead of a misdemeanor. 
The third bill makes it a misdemeanor to 
retain in possession a false weight or 
r.easure.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 4.—Gov. Dix’s 
determination to give the State a busi- 
ness administration is extending to other 
departments. 

Secretary of State Lazansky to-day in- 
formed the 200 employes of his depart-

SUBWAY PLAN T0-DAY 


Prendergast and Mitchel Ready 
to Oppose Interborough’s Pro- 
posal Before Estimate Board. 


GAYNOR CHIDES LABOR MEN 











Some Who Make a Noise 364 Days, 
He Says, Ready to Sell Them- 
selves on Election Day. 





To-day’s meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate will see the subway situation 
brought out into the open before that 
body. The board will receive a report 
from its Transit Committee, and possibly 
two reports, but whether there will be 


both a majority and minority report could 
not be learned last nzgmt. 

Controller Prendergast and President 
Mitchel of the Board of Aldermen, who 
have been co-operating in the preparation 
of a majority report, will certainly have 
that ready and will press for action on it. 
The element of doubt is whether Mayor 
Gaynor puts in a minority report as the 
other member of the Transit Committee, 
for as the Controller and Mr. Mitchel out- 
lined their views to the Mayor at their 
meeting with him on Tuesday, it became 
evident that the three could not agree. 
The Mayor said yesterday that he had re- 
ceived a communication from Mr. Pren- 
dergast and Mr. Mitchel, but declined to 
divulge its nature. 

The issue in the board will be upon the 
action to be taken on the communication 
from the Public Service Commission sent 
to the board ten days ago, in Which the 
commission asks the board to approve 
the subway building proposal of the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company. The 
official memorandum in the calendar of 
the Board of Estimate remarks that this 
ofter of the Interborough is conditional 
on the approval of its elevated extensions 
and third tracking, and that the Public 
Service Commission requests a statement 
of the board’s position. 

It is expected, therefore, that Mr. 
Mitchel] and Mr. Prendergast will be able 
to force a general discussron of the In- 
terborough’s proposal at this time, for 
while several members of the board, no- 
tably Borough President McAneny of 
Manhattan, have stated that they did 
not believe in taking any action on the 
Interborough or any other subway build- 
ing proposal until the facts were entirely 
before the board, the request for a state- 
ment of the position of the board will 
probably be made the basis of a demand 
that a general reply be sent to the com- 
mission. As the letter of the commission 
was referred to thes Transit Committee 
such discussion must necessarily come up 
on the majority report of that commit- 
tee. Mr. McAneny said yesterday that 
his position had not changed in the last 
two weeks or so. 


Labor Men See Gaynor. 


Mayor Gaynor replied yesterday to the 
correspondence .given out the night be- 
fore by the Central Labor Union of 
Brooklyn. A visit of a committee of 


walking delegates of the building trades 
unions of Kings and Queens ‘Counties 
was taken as the occasion of the speech 
in which the Mayor made caustiz ref- 
erences to the attitude of the Central 
Labor Union of Brookiyn in support of 
the Triborough Subway. William  P. 
Kennealy, Alderman from Charles F. 
Murphy’s’ district, a delegate of the 
plumbers’ union, headed the delegation 
Which visited the Mayor and told him 
that iz believed in a single subway sys- 
teni and a five-cent fare. 

‘“‘I received a Jetter from some labor 
leader,’’ said the Mayor in reply, “‘ at least 
he calls himself such, In Brooklyn, named 
Nicols—Otto, I think—in which he had got 
together all the sentences that he could 
pick out of some newspaper that has en- 
gaged itself very much in forgeries of that 
kind, and it was anything but an agree- 
able letter, coming from—he said all the 
workingmen in Brooklyn—and I wrote 
back questioning his statement that he 
represented any workmen in Brooklyn, 
and I don’t believe he does. At all events, 
his view, I thought, was entirely mis- 
taken. He did not know the first thing 
that was in my mind, and I very much 
doubt if he knows very much of what is 
in his own mind, from his letter. 

“We have got to build these subways. 
For my part when I came into office 
it was with the hope that we might begin 
to dig them within three months, but, one 
way and another, and one delay after 
another, it has gone on until now, and 
the work has not been begun. You men- 
tion the triborough route, so-called. I 
never had any objection to the triborough 
route or any other route. 

“The one thing I have kept my mind 
to, however, is that whatever routes we 
build we must build them so that these 
companies that operate them, whatever 
companies they are, whether the present 
company or some new company, that 
these companies that operate them will 
carry us all over this city for one fare. 
That particular thing I have stood for 
from the beginning. 

‘The notion of two or three or more in- 
dependent routes with a separate fare on 
each route seems to me to be so absurd 
that it was absolutely certain that the 
workingmen of this city would never 
stand for it. 

‘* Here we are now about to build sub- 
ways, and to my utter astonishment I re- 
ceive even letters from people calling 
themselves ‘‘ labor leaders,’’ who demand 
independent systems of subways. I eall 
them mis-leaders if you will allow me to 
speak plain, and I have always called 
them mis-leaders. 

“They are a sort of a labor leader that 
makes a good noise 364 days in the vear 
and is always on the lookout to sell him- 
self out on Election Dav. You want to 
have just as little te do with that sort of 
leader as possible. 


Where the City Stands. 


“The city could build all these subways 
with its money, but it would take a@ long 
time. You are talking about the extension 
to Coney Island, on the Fourth Avenue in 
Brooklyn, which is bound to come. Why, 
if the city did all this thing with its own 
money, with the little it could afford to 
use each year, twelve years from now the 
extension to Coney Island would not be 
built. We have got to build the great 
trunks first and then build the extensions, 
but now we have an offer by which the 
city puts in the money it has now, 
$53,000,000, and the company puts in $75,- 


“That will enable the city, don’t you 
see, to have money left from year to year 
to build these extensions, whereas if they 
put it gall into the trunks, these extensions 
would not be built until ten or fifteen 
years from now. That is the simple truth. 
There is no use misleading you. 

“They talk about companies; the com- 
panies are all the same to me. I never 
saw one that was any better than any 
other. They simply work for their stock- 
holders and to make all they can. 

‘About three years ago, in Gov. 
Hughes’s first term, the Public Service 
Commission was established in this State, 
and that board has power to control all 
these companies, and large penalties are 
established by law for refusal to obey. 
There is no order standing to-day that 
has not been obeyed by the present com- 
pany. I have no personal knowledge of 
that, but I am told that by the Public 
Service Commission. Of course there is 
another side to it; we have got to treat 
these companies fairly if we deal with 
them at all. 

‘‘ Judging by the sort of men put in cof- 
fice here very often and the amount «f 
dishonesty and graft that exists in our 
departments generally, or has heretofore 
existed, I am not very eager to put the 
railroads under official hands who will 
be grafting and committing larcenies as 
we have seen done, here for years.”

bondsman appeared whom the District At- 
torney was ready to accept by the time he 
left hig office for the night, and Mr. 
Jeromé, Robin's counsel, told the court 
eg his client was now practically penni- 
ess. 

Robin will be brought back fo the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon for a further examination as to 
his sanity. Yesterday morning after he 
had been arraigned he was taken up- 
stairs and there Dr. Allan McLane Ham- 
ilton and Dr. Smith Ely Jeliffe, in the 
presence of District Attorney Whitman 
and Mr. Jerome,-began an investigation 
into his mental competency. He was put 
through the regular physical tests and 
was closely questioned by the alienists, 
but they could not satisfy themselves as 
to his condition and the examination will 
be continued to-day. The arder to show 
cause why Robin should not be declared 
insane wiil be returned this morning be- 
fore Justice Goff in the Supreme Court. 

Robin was brought down to the Crim- 
inal Courts Building from the Bellevue 
Hospital, where he has been confined 
since his attempt to commit suicide with 
poison last Fridav, tn a patrol wagon. 
His sister, Dr. Louise Robinovitch, was 
there for him in his automobile, and a 
young man who gave the name of Lewis 
made an effort to get him to ride in that. 
But Detective Flood, from District At- 
torney Whitman’s office, said he had or- 
ders to take him in the wagon. 

According to Dr. Bishop of Bellevue the 
prisoner has practically recovered from 
the effect of the poison he took to kill 
himself. He looked pale but séemed in 
fair condition. He was dressed in the 
long ulster and cap he wore on his first 
trip to court and seemed interested in the 
proceedings at his arraignment. 

After much discussion bail was” fixed 
at $40,000, in spite of Mr. Whitman's pro- 
test that $200,000 loss had been traced 
to the defendant by his investigations, 
and that according to his sister’s affi- 
davit he has on other occasions than last 
Friday attempted. his life. 

Additional indictments are likely to be 
found against Robin, and he may be then 
asked to provide further security, the 
court said. Two offers of bail were forth- 
coming immediately after the prisoner 
was removed, but neither was satisfactory 
enough to be accepted by Mr. Whitman, 
and he was sent over to Murderer’s Row 
in the Tombs, where he can be kept under 
close surveillance. In a few minutes he 
was brought back for the medical exam- 
ination, which Mr. Whitman explained 
was not official, and was conducted mere- 
ly because Mr. Jerume had suggested it. 
Robin then returaed to the Tombs for the 
night. 

Meanwhile the investigations into the 
transactions affecting the Northern and 
the Washington favings Banks were con- 
tinued. The Grand Jury had before it 
Frederick K. Morris, Robin’s confidential 
man, and Assistant District Attorney 
Clarke epent the afternoon in examining 
Anthony Stumpf on as many of Robin’s 
transactions as he could throw light upon. 

It was learned yesterday that the re- 
moval of ebLout $50,000 of securities from 
Robin’s safe to the Northern Bank, tea 
which Mr. Jerome referred in court, was 
done with his consent, on the authority 
of a letter signed by him. Robin was in 
such pain at the time that his signature 
was almost unrecognizable, and an affi- 
davit had to be procured by one of his 
associates to be sure that he had really 
written it. It was also rumored that on 
Tuesday of last week, after the Northern 
Bank difficulties had become known, 
Robin authorized the sending of $150,000 
worth of securities to the Washington 
Savings Bank to place It in a position to 
withstand an examination. 

The Aetna Indemnity Company, which 
has been placed in an awkward position 
by Robin’s activities, has reinsured all its 
business with the Metropolitan Casualty 
Company, except its surety bonds. 


SAY ROBIN’S THEIR SON. 


Aged Williamsburg Couple Declare He 
Grew Ashamed of Them and LeftThem 


In a three-room fat in a tenement at 
361 Bushwick Avenue, Williamsburg, live 
an aged Russian and his wife, who say 


they are the parents of Joseph G. Robin, 
the indicted banker. 

The name of this aged couple is not 
Robin, nor is it Robinovitch, the name 
used by Robin’s sister. It is Rabinovitch, 
and they say that this is the real name 
of the banker and of his sister. 

Robin and his sister have said that they 
were separated from their parents by the 
Russian Government. The old couple in 
the tenement say that Robin turned his 
back on them twelve years ago, ashamed 
of their old-fashioned ways, and angry 
that they would not intrust thefr savings 
t 











o him. 
But in spite of the story told yesterday 
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by the Rabinovitchs’ friends, William 
Travers Jerome, counsel for Robin, de- 
nied that there was any foundation for 
the assertion of Herman Rabinovitch and 
his wife that they are the parents of 
Robin. District Attorney Whitman ad- 
fmitted that his office was looking into 
the discrepancy between the aged couple's 
story and the affidavit of Dr. Louise 
Robinovitch, in which she tells of the 
Separation by the Russian Government. 
Mr. Jerome’s associate counsel, Isadore J. 
Kresei, saigd that the story of Robin's par- 
entage had not been investigated by them. 
And so the matter stands. 

Mrs. Rabinovitch would not admit re- 
porters to her home yesterday. She feared 
to have her picture taken, she said. Also 
she was ill and in no condition to receive 
visitors. 
a friend told some of the story which her 
neighbors have been discussing for many 
days. This friend, a woman who was 
caring for the aged couple yesterday, 
filled in the gaps of the tale. And still 
other gaps were filled in by neighbors 
and by the janitor of the tenement. 

‘““They came here two years ago,” said 
the janitor, ‘‘and I have heard since that 
Joseph Robin is their son. Just to think 
that a son should be making millions ol 
dollars and never come near his old fa- 
ther and mother! He never gave them a 
cent, 1 have heard, although they edu- 
cated him and kept on providing for him 
until he became so proud that he was not 
—— with that which they could pro- 
vide. 

‘‘Oh, there is no doubt at all that he 
is their son. Mrs, Rubinovitch has _ told 
me so many times. 
vesterday. Joseph Robin never paid 
cent of the rent for old Mr. Rabinovitch 
and his wife. They manage to get alonsy 
without him, though. They have a son, 
wao has charged his name to Robinson, 
I think, who usually pays their rent. It 
isn’t much, only $10 a month. Some- 
times their daughter—the one they say 1S 
the woman doctor over in Manhattan— 
pays the rent, I believe, but rarely. The 
old counle have a little money—enough, I 
guess, tou kcep them from actually starv- 
ing.” 

A door on the second fluor, bearing an 
€namel plate on which appeared the 
name ‘‘ H. Rabinovitch,’’ was not opened 
when a reporter knocked on it yesterday. 
Instead there came &@ woman’s voice, ask- 
Ing: 

‘What Is it you want?’”’ 

The reporter explained that he came In 
search of the mother of Joseph G, Robin, 
who had been indicted for bank wrecking 
in Manhattan. 

‘Tt am his mother, what do you wish 
of me?’’ came the voice, and when the 
reporter explained that he wished to talk 
to her about her son, she exclaimed: 

‘“‘I can not talk to you. I am sick, very 
sick. My husband is also sick. We can 
see no one.” 

There was a@ pause, and another wo- 
man’s voice came through the keyhole. 

‘‘There is nothing she wants to say 
about her son,’’ said this voice. “I am 
a friend of the family, and can tell you 
what you wish. 3ut I cannot open the 
door. Mrs. Rabinovitch is afraid that you 
might take her picture. She would not 
wish any one except a friend to see her.” 

‘‘T have nothing to say for my son,” 
came the first voice, and this time it 
trembled as though Mrs. Rabinovitch was 
about to cry. ‘‘ He left me and has not 
thought fit to come and see his father and 
mother. There is nothing I can do for 
him now in his trouble.’’ 

Mrs. Rabinovitch did not speak again, 
but her friend told the story of the son’s 
departure, Of Dr. Louise Robinovitch, the 
friend of Mrs. Rabinovitch said little, ex- 
cept that she, like her brother Joseph, 
never visited the house in Williamsburg, 
and that her real name was Leah, not 
Louise. Three of the four Rabinovitch 
children had changed their names, said 
the woman, Besides Joseph and Leah, she 
declared that Leon had changed his name 
to “‘Hdward L. Robinson.” The eldest 
son, Frederick, she said, was the only 
child who retained the name given to him. 

According to the woman friend Mr. and 
Mrs. Rabinovitch are each more than 
70 years old. Mr. Rabinovitch was a 
carpenter in Odessa, Russia. He earned 
enougna to send his four children to school. 
and after they had finished their course 
at the grammar school Frederick, the 
eldest, and Leon, next in age, came to 
New York and soon began to write let- 
ters to their parents telling what a great 
country was America and how easily one 
could make money here. 

Then Mr. and Mrs. Rabinovitch made 
up their minds to join their sons in New 
York, and brought Josef and Leah, but 
the latter returned to Europe not long 
afterward and studied medicine in Paris 
and elsewhere. 

Mr. Rabinovitch established a bakery 
in Williamsburg, and Joseph made his 
home with his parents In a little house in 
Moore Street, just off Broadway, Will- 
iamsburg. But Joseph showed no inclina- 
tion to be a baker. He refused even to 
deliver bread for his father, and sought 
employment elsewhere. After he had 
mastered the English language he ob- 
tained a job in a bank in lower Broad- 
way near Bowling Green, and presently 
informed his parents that he could not 
live with them any longer as they were 
too far away from Manhattan. Then 
Leah came back from Europe and ob- 
tained an appointment on Blackwell's 
Island. Joseph and his sister took a 
small flat in Williamsburg and lived to- 
gether onlv a few blocks away from their 
parents. Joseph always was well dressed. 
He seemed to love clothes. He was also 
very particular about his companions, 
choosing always young men better 
dressed than himself. Years passed, and 
Joseph began to accumulate _ money. 
Now and then he would visit the home of 
his parents. But such calls were seldom. 

One dav he called on his mother and toid 
her that he was a Wall Street broker, 
and that he had some stocks in which he 
wished her to invest. His mother told 
him that she and his father were not 
thinking of investing in stocks, that they 
preferred to hold on +> their money, keep- 
ine it for a rainy day. wsoseph became 
very angry. He told his mother that he 
would never enter her door again, anid 
though that was more than twelve years 
ago, he never has.

A woman, over the telephone from the 
home of Dr. Louise G. Robinovitch at 
28 West 120th Street, said last night that 
the doctor had left town and could not 
be reached. 

“But I can speak for Dr. Robinovitch,” 
the speaker added hastily in a voice which 
resembled that of the doctor and then 
she declared that the story of Mr. and 
Mrs. Herman Rabinovitch was untrue. 

‘It is a put up job,” said she. ‘‘ Thera 
are forty or more so-called relatives, and 
they all want money. Dr. Robinovitch 
has told me that they have no relatives 
in this country. There are only the doc- 
‘tor, Mr. Robin and Edward L. Robinsoy; 
who is not well. No mother would har@ 
acted the way that woman in Williams- 
burg has acted. The first instinct of'a 
mother would have been to come to her 
son when he was in trouble. No, this 
is all a put up job to try to get money. 

“Dr. Robinovitch and her brother havea 
no mother and father.

They were sent to 
Siberia for some political offense, ieaving 
the children parentless. Their mother was 
a French woman. When their parents 
were exiled a friend of the family, a 
native of France, took the children and 
saw to their educaticn. The children 
were told their parents had been arrested, 
That is the last they ever knew of them.”

Weds Ex-Senator Davis’s Daughter. 


While in Congress Mr. Elkins married | 
a daughter of ex-Senator Harry G, Davis ' 
of West Virginia. This alliance made 
him acquainted with great undeveloped 
resources of that mountainous State, and 
it decided him to throw in his lot with it. 

After the expiration of his second Con- 
gressional term, although he was always 
recegnized as one Of the leaders of the 
Republicans and was a member of the 
National Committee, he severed his e-n- 
nection with New Mexico and lived for 
two years in Washington. He found that 
as a Westerner of national repute he 
could make money by looking after the 
legal business of the great interests, 
which were growing up in the newly de- 
veloped states. 

He declared years afterward that he was 
making $50,000 a year by his practice be- 
fore the Supreme Court and in Congress, 
and his knowledge of mining law and the 
difficult problems connected with the 
titles ensured him permanent success. 
But he-feared to degenerate into a lob- 
byist and he decided to move to New 
York and try his fortune there. He be- 
came interested in railroads and turned 
his attention more and more to the de- 
velopment of his wife’s state in co-opera- 
tion wit hher father. 

Together they conceived the West Vir- 
ginia Central, which winds in and out 
of tho Allegheny Mountains. It threads 
the Cumberland region and taps a ninbe 





enormously wealthy in coal and lumber. 
It crosses the Cheat River, runs through 
a fine mountain farming district, and! 
again plunges into the mountains, with | 
coal mines on one side and iron mines on 
the other. i 

On it stands the town of Elkins, West 
Va., which is named and was created by 
the Senator. He picked out the site for, 
its rugged beauty as he was traveling 
through the Tygart River Valley before 
the railroad was built with his wife and | 
his father, and on the side of the moun- 
tain he built himself a home, Halliehurst, 
famous for its picturesque environment. 

Owning as he did in West Virginia hun.- 
dreds of thousands of acres of timber land 
and thousands of acres of mines, Mr.

tics again with the nomination of James 
G. Blaine at Chicago in 1884. 

It has always been supposed that tne 
Maine statesman owed his nomination to 
the railroad man from West Virginia, 
and four years later Mr. Elkins again 
tried to make him the Republican stand- 
ard bearer. Mr. Blaine refused, but it 
was only after he had cabled positively 
from Florence, Italy, shat Mr. Elkins 
ceased to press his claims.

He is then credited with having had 
much to do with the nomination of Har- 
rison, and in 1891 was invited by that 
President to join his Cabinet as Secre- 
tary of the War Department. He held 
office for two years, and was the in- 
ventor of the term ‘“‘ post exchanges.’’

first of the Roosevelt bills, that dealing 
with railway rebates, which is to-day the 
effective law of the land, was introduced 
by Senator Elkins, not so much because 
he telieved in it as that it seemed to him 
politic to pass it to preserve his standing 
with the President and effect what re- 
forms must come in a conservative fash- 
ion. However, such an attitude could not 
be maintained for long, and during the 
end of his career Senator Elkins was re- 
garded as one of the chiefs of the old 
Senate Guard. 

Curiously enough, while he represented 
West Virginia in the Senate in the Re- 
publican interest, his father-in-law, ex- 
senator Davis. was nominated as Vice 
President on the Parker ticket. This was, 
however, understood at the time to be 
part of an arrangement between the Sen- 
ator and the Democraiic leaders, and in 
no way disturbed the peace of his family. 

In recent years the Senator’s name has 
been kept continually before the public 
by the rumors of the engagement of his 
daughter, Miss Katherine Elkins, to the

PITTSBURG, Jan. 4.—The Union Trust 
Company announcement made to-day of 
business in 1910 shows that $1,000,000 has 
been added to the banx’s surplus and an- 
other $1,000,000 paid in dividends.

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LONDON, Jan. 4.—Public excitement 
over the hunting down of the Anarchist 
burglar gang in London continues at 
fever heat. The newspapers are becom- 
ing almost panic-stricken on the subject. 
They are publishing suggestions such as 
the strengthening of the Aliens att, the 
calling of an internathenal police confer- 
ence with a view to united action against 
Anarchists, 

Some of the newspapers even propose 
the passing of laws to prevent any pri- 
vate citizen from purchasing a revolver 
except under high license and strict reg- 
istration. These papers also declare that 
every non-naturalized alien should be 
licensed and compelled to take out a police 
permit of residence, to be renewed an- 
nually, and that in suspicious cases fin- 
gerprints should be taken in order to pre- 
vent impersonation. 

The country is intensely stirred by the 
recent succession of outrages, which is 
wholly foreign to British experience. The 
Conservative papers blame the_, Liberal 
Government, charging that the authorities 
have failed to enforce the Aliens act. 
Some cf tha Liberal papers say that the 
excesses of a guna of burglars form an 
isolated case, which should not affect the 
traditional British policy of receiving po- 
litical refugees. 

Sir Robert Anderson, formerly head of 
the Criminal Investigation Department of 
Scotland Yard, says: 

“British inaction In regard to alien 
criminals would discredit a company of 
medically certified lunatics. No other 
country tolerates their presence. The 
Aliens act was intended to keep criminals 
but by willful 
maladministration the good it might ac- 
complish has been thwarted deliberately. 
We need new and full power to get rid of 
the alien criminal.’’ ' 

The extent of the popular excitement 
is shown by the fact that tne circulation 
of the local newspapers of last evening 
and to-day was greater than at any pre- 
vious time since the critical stages of the 
Boer War. Surprising as it may seem, 
the papers sold in London last night and 
to-day far exceeded in number those dis- 
posed ef on the day of King Edward's 
death. 

To-day great crowds swarmed about 
Sidney Street, the dingy East End street, 
which yesterday was the scene of a bat- 
tle the like of which had not been known 
iu the history of Landon’s Police Depart- 
ment, The police, who have been greatly 
overworked during the past forty-eight 
hours, had their hands full in keeping the 
street open to traffic, while the detective 
department pursued its investigation into 
the Russian Anarchist colony with unre- 
mitting energy. 

During the night the police thoroughly 
overhauled the ruins of the tenement 
house in which the outlaws made their 
stand and were shot or burned to 
death in the fight with the police and 
soldiers. It now seems certain that the 
building was fired by the desperadoes.

JOKER IN THE CONTRACT 





But an Indictment Is Looked For— 
Poor Porter Charged $41 for a 
$25 Loan on His Furniture. 





How certain money-lending companies 
of this city do a highly prosperous busi- 
ness by advancing cash to poor people on 
their furniture was described yesterday 
before Magistrate Kempner in the Adams 
Street, Brooklyn, Court.

—" lawyer himself called attention 

o it. 

This seeming ‘“‘ joker’”’ is a sentence to 
the effect that nothing in the contract 
between the borrower and the loan com- 
pany shall be construed as having the 
effect of a chattel mortgage or of giving 
the loan company a lien on the furniture, 
The statement is made in the contract 
that, on the contrary, the contract has 
the effect of a judgment note. A judg- 
ment note, according to Assistant District 
Attorney Ross, gives a loan company the 
power to get a writ of replevin from a 
magistrate and sell every stick of the 
borrower’s furniture, the borrower having 
technically confessed judgment by signing 
such a contract. Just how to obtain the 
conviction of a usurer who uses such a 
form of contract, Assistant District At- 
torney Ross said at first yesterday he 
did not know, Later, however, he said 
he believed a conviction could be obtained 
under another settion of the banking lew. 

The couple on whose testimony the 
charges against the loan company are 
based are Annie and Charles Platt of 71 
West 102a Street. They have several chil- 
dren, and the man is a hotel porter earn- 
ing $10 a week, a salary known to socio- 
logical investigators as ‘‘the starvation 
line.””’

Make No Reply to His 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Briefs have 
been filed with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission by counsel for the greater 
number of the railroads concerned in the 
proposed increase of freight rates. While 
the greater part of the brief filed by Mr. 
Brandeis, the attorney for the shippers, is 
taken up with the argument for scientific 
management the railroad attorneys do not 
take any notice of it. They adhere closely 
to the analysis of operating expenses, ex- 


equipment and gross and net earnings. 
On the other hand there is every reason 
to believe that the commission will not ig- 
nore the subject of scientific management. 

Freight rate construction as a whole, 
and not with relation to any particular 
article of transportation, is the principal 
matter before the commission, according 
to the contention of the counsel for the 
railway lines in official classification ter- 
ritory. It was presented elaborately in a 
brief filed to-day by nine members of 
the legal staff of the Eastern railways. 

The brief argues that if the companies 
have demonstrated that an advance in 
the class rates is warranted, and that 
the advances proposed are reasonable, it 
results that the reasonableness of the 
advance, as applicable to all articles em- 
braced in the classes has been estab- 
lished. 

It is also urged that the shipping pub- 


lic does not consider the rates prior to re- 
cent advances in the wage scale too high, 
and some shippers believed them too low. 
Therefore, the considerable increase in 
operating expenses of the roads furnishes 
on its face justification for the proposed 
advares@® in rates.

Haven Grays, in which Judge Baldwin 
served a term of enlistment in the late 
sixties. 

The induction of Gov. Baldwin, whose 
controversy with Col. Roosevelt was ‘not 
the least interesting feature of the recent 
election campaign, was the turning over 
to a Democrat of the State Administra- 
tion for the first time since Gov-. Morris 
took office in 1893, although now as then 
the Legislature is strongly Republican. 
The new Governor, an authority in-the

Complying with the requirement of the 
Constitution that the Governor shall lay 
before the Legislature at every session a 
statement of the cvndition of the State, 
with such recommendations as to him may 
séem exyedient, I send you this my first 
annual message. 

I enter upon the performance of this 
@uty with grateful appreciation of the 
fact that many members of the present 
Legislature, by reason of their long legis- 
lative experience, are already familiar 
with the condition and needs of the State; 
and such matters as I judge expedient 
are, by this m¢ssage, respectfully recom- 
mended to the Legislature, not as a chart

You will readily understand that I do 
mot undertake herein to deal fully with ali 
the problems now confronting the State 
nor in many instances to go into the de- 
fails of matters to which I make but 
general reference.

the past seven years. Such increase ap- 
) rs in every department:.of the State 

overnment. With our present income, 
it is clear that expenses of operation and 
for new construction must be cut down 
if we expect to avoid a deficit in our 
State Treasury. Contracts have been made 
for work yet to be done involving the 
future expenditure of several millions of 
dollars. he credit of the State must be 
maintained. Hence the most rigid econ- 
omy must prevail, consistent with effi- 
cient State service. It is most essential 
that we return to a norma) basis of an- 
nual expenditure and thereafter progress 
at a normal rate of increase. 

The principal causes for this rapid in- 
crease in the cost of government are the 
added expenditures for our boards and 
commissions. 

AS compared with seven years ago, the 
annual expenditure for our penal institu-

During the last fiscal year the new 
Public Service Commissions cost the 
State $897,372.66. For the ensuing year 
the Public Service Commissions ask the 
State to appropriate $1,984,537.50. These 
sums are in addition to the very large 
sums charged by the Public Service Com- 
mission of the First District to the City 
of New York. 


To Abolish Needless Boards. 


I do not refer to these facts because I 
disapprove legitimate expenditures for 
hospitals, asylums, schools, and regula- 
tive commissions, but to show the ab- 
normal rate of increase in the expendi- 
tures for these purposes, and to point out 
the absolute necessity of the most drastic 


retrenchment. If this is not done a direct 
tax must be imposed upon the people for 
the reason that although our predecessors 
exhausted every reasonable source of in- 
direct taxation, nevertheless the expendi- 
tures during each of the last three years 
exceeded the revenues, thereby very 
greatly depleting the treasury: We be- 
lieve that such retrenchment can be made 
without impairing the efficiency of the 
State service. Unnecessary boards and 
commissions should be abolished, useless 
employes removed, and every demand for 
appropriation carefully scrutinized to the 
end that the expenditures of the State be 
brought within our income, and that the 
total amount of appropriations be limited 
to the estimated amount of revenues from 
which they are to be paid. 

An apparent surplus of $6,782,201.22 on 
Sept. 30, 1910, the end of the last fiscal 
year, after deducting the liabilities for 
appropriations made but unexpended on 
that date, leaves a real cash surplus of 
only $2,551,785.54, being practically the 
smallest left in the State Treasury at the 
end of a fiscal term for many years past. 

The total ~evenues of the State during 
the last fiscal year were $37,905,876.73, 
and the total appropriations $42,975,450.86, 
leaving the net amount in the hands of 
the Treasurer, subject to appropriations, 
at the sum of $2,551,785.54. There would 
have been a deficit of over $5,000,000 but 
that there was a surplus in the treasury 
at the end of the previous year. 

The amount of revenue derived last vear 
from all sources of taxation by the State 
was $37,905,876.73, and the amount of the 
budgetary requirements made up by the 
last administration for the present fiscal 
year is $50,614,283.88, leaving an apparent 
deficit to be made up (if our revenues are 
as large this year as last,) by New sources 
of taxation or by increased revenue from 
the present sources of nearly $13,000,000. 

The latter alternative seems quite out 
of the bounds of reasonable probability, 
as the Jate Controller has called attention 
to the fact that the recent legislation pro- 


viding for a higher tax on inheritances 
will in all probability decrease rather 
than increase the returns from. that 
source by eausing citizens of the State io 
remove their domiciles to some point or 
points outside our boundaries. 

The outstanding contracts for the work 
of canal improvement amount to $74,- 
342,000, on which work to the amount 
approximately of $26.0,000 hada been 
completed on Dec. 831, 1910, leaving an 
amount for which the State is obligated 
of over $48,000,000 for work remaining to 
be done upon such contracts. 

Contracts during the last fiscal year 
amounting to $18,5¥7,649 have een 
awarded, and plans are under way for 
oe aan of contracts amounting to §$2,- 
160,000. 


Canal and Highway Waste. 


This great public work. to which the 
credit of the State is pledged and from the 
construction of which so much resulting 
good to the State has been promised by its 
advocates, should be pushed forward to 
completion with all practicable speed, so 


that at as early a date as possible the 
people may begin to derive some of the 
good results which should come from the 
completion of such a waterway across the 
State. To the end that there my be ns 
little confusion as possible in completinz 
the work on the canal and in the interest 
of economy and efficiency I recommend 
that the Advisory Board of Consulting 
Engineers be abolished. 

The report of the Highway Commission- 
ers shows that during the last fiscal year 
»64 miles of State roads have been built 
and the work of construction of 518 miles 
begun. In addition to this work, 121 miles 
of road already constructed have been 
maintained and put in repair, and plans 
are under way for constructioh of mucn 
additional work. 

When the people of the State passed 
upon .the proposition to expena §$50,- 
000,000 upon the roads of the State, they 
expected in return therefor to recelve a 
comprehensive system of roads connect- 
ing all the principal points in the State, 
and with branches extending laterally so 
as 10 make a complete network all over 
the State of modern, well constructed and 
lasting roads. 

An @6xamination of the records of the 
State discloses the fact that the appro- 
priation for the maintenence and repair 
of State roads for the year 1909 was 
$1,500,000, and for the year 1910 the sum 
of $1,800,000, while the estimate for the 
year 1911 amounts to $1,50u04)00. 

The amount of money expended in one 
year upon the maintenance and repair of 
roads but recently constructed would 
seem to indicate that the people are like- 
ly to be disappointed in this regard, and 
I question whether or not more effective 
results in efficiency and economy would 
not be obtained by doing away with this 
costly commission, the only reasonable 
excuse for whose existence would be the 
ability to do the work of which it has had 
charge more efficiently or cheaply than 
the officers under whose supervision such 
work was formerly done. 

I recommend this matter to your carefu] 
consideration. 


Public Service Commissions. 








I am giving careful and special attention 
to these bodies and hope in the near fu- 
ture to address tO you some recommenda- 
tions on this subject. 

One of the most fruitful sources of leg- 
isJation, and one which not alone consumes 
unfairly much of the time of your honor- 


able body, but also interferes greatly with 
the principle of home rule for cities, in 
favor of which principle I take a most 
pronounced stand, is the constant med- 
dling with the charters of the various 
cities of the State by numerous special 
and local bills. : 

A commission which has been for some 


proposed charter for the City of New 
York is about ready to make its report to 
you, and I urge upon you to take up with 
the consideration of such report the ques- 
tion of whether or not you may be able 
to successfully formulate general laws 
under which cities of the first and third 
classes should be incorporated. 

Such a iaw applicable to second class 
cities has been for several years upon 
the statute books of the State and has 
worked in @ manner to give to such cities 
the large measure of self-government and 
home rule wn purely local matters by 
which the HMberty and prosperity of the 
citizens are best attained. 

If such suggestion meets with your ap- 
proval, may I suggest that the largest

| possible measure of control over local af- 
airs be placed in the hands of the legis- 
lative bodies of such cities. 


For Direct Nominations. 


I strongly recommend to you a revision 
of the election and primary laws of the 
State, so as to provide for a system of 
direct nominations—State-wide in its ap- 
plication—which shall ensure to the people 
the right to choose members of political 
committees and nominate candidates for 
public office. 

The more completely the people are 
brought into close touch with these most 
important matters, and the more they can 
be induced to take part in their party 
primaries, the stronger and more healthy 
will be the atmosphere of public confi- 
dence surrounding party nominations and

‘the more likely the vast majority of our 


citizens to exercise the right of suffrage 
on election day. 

[ recommend strongly to you, in the in- 
terest of honest and fair elections, that 
every possible safeguard be thrown 
around the right to vote and that every 
such safeguard should be made uniform in 
its application to all voters throughout 
the State, 

We have had too much partisan legisla- 
tion on this subject in the past—too many 
efforts have been made to divide the 
citizens of the State into classes, depend- 
ing solely and entirely upon the place of 
domicile, and I cannot too Strongly urge 
upon you the duty of making all citizens 
throughout the State equal in these mat- 
ters before the law. 

I believe that all laws intended to pre- 
vent corrupt practices and bribery should, 
wherever possible, be strengthened and 
at all times and places rigidly enforced, 
and I recommend to you the passage of 
& resolution favoring the enactment of 
such a constitutional amendment as -will 
compel personal registration of all voters 
throughout the entire State. 

know of no more salutary reform 
which could be effected in our election 
law than a change which would permit 
the name of any candidate to appear in 
but one place upon the ballot, and in this 
connection I repeat the recommendation 
of Gov. Hughes that such a change in 
the law should be made. 


For Income Tax and Parcels Post. 


The resolution in favor of the proposed 
amendment to the Federal Constitution, to 
permit the imposition by Congress of an 
income tax, whenever in its judgment 
such a tax should be necessary for the 
best interests of the country, failed to re-

the power to impose a tax used by all 
other civilized countries, and which falls

I recommend to you at this time the 
passage of a resolution calling upon Con- 
Sress, which is now in session, for the 
seneral extension of the parcels post sys- 
tem so as to increase the size and weight 
of articles which may be carried by 
United States mails. 

We are lagging much behind other coun- 
tries in the enjoyment of this most con- 
venient method of sending parcels from 
one place to another, and in my opinion 
we should change this situation and lead 
rather than follow in the enjoyment of 
this great convenience. 


Cost of State Institutions, 


In the budget made up for estimated ex- 
penditures for this fiscal year the enor- 
mous sum of $8,660,281.38 is put down for 
the State care of the insane, and while we 
owe a duty which cannot be questioned 
and must be strictly lived up to, of caring 
for those of our people who are thus 
afflicted, great care should be taken to 
see that the people are not imposed upon, 
and that wasteful and extravagant habits 
of expenditure are not permitted to creep 
into the public affairs of the State. 

In this connection I would urge upon 
your attention the necessity for establish- 
ing a central department or bureau for 
the purchase of supplies, not alone for 
this department, but for all the other 
branches of the Government which need 


for the purchase of materials of various 
kinds. 


The revelations recently made as to 
conditions at Wards Island and at some 
of the asylums for the insane show plain- 
ly the necessity for the existence of such 
reform, and indicate as well the great 
Sood that could be accomplished by it. 

I recommend to you the establishment 
of such a department, through which all 
goods used by the State, in all institu- 
tions, penal or otherwise, in which the 
State is interested, should be purchased. 
kexaminers, inspectors, and weighers from 
this department as well as from the insti- 
tutions should pass upon all purchases, 
and a system of check and counter-check 
should be devised which would eliminate 
all chance of cheating the State and add 
to the efficiency of the department. Stock 
accounts of goods on hand should be 
taken at short intervals, and the methods 
and ways of the large, up-to-date private 
or semi-private bodies engaged in business 
on a large scale should be put into prac- 
tice in such manner as to thoroughly sys- 
tematize the business of the State and 
insure to the taxpayers a return for every 
dollar of public money expended equal to 
the return coming from the expenditure 
of a private dollar. 

In accordance with the recommendations 
of the State Commission in Lunacy I sug- 
gest that a change be made in certain 
of the laws governing that department. 
This change should result in economy as 
well as in increased efficiency. 

An examination of the amount spent an- 
nually for some years past, for the print- 
ing of public documents of little or no 
practical value, suggests that this is a 
field in which economy should be prac- 
ticed upon a large scale, and I recom- 
mend a careful and discriminating re- 
vision of the State printing law, especially 
with reference to the number and char- 
acter of reports and documents printed 
for the several departments. 


Board of Parole Superfluosus. 

The State Board of Parole illustrates the 
manner in which unnecessary boards and 
commissions are created and their ex- 
penses gradually increased. Under Laws 
of 1901, Chapter 260, the members of the 
State Commission of Prisons constituted 
a board of parole for State prisons and 
reformatories with compensation of $10 


per day for each day of actual service. 
Laws of 1907, Chapter 467, created a sep- 
arate board of parole, consisting of the 
Superintendent of State Prisons and two 
members appointed by the Governor and 
Senate for five years, the appointed mem- 
bers to receive $10 per day for each day 
of actual service. Laws of 1908, Chapter 
239, provided that the two appointed mem- 
bers, instead of receiving a per diem com- 
pensation, should receive an annual sal- 
ary of $1,800. Again in 1910, Chapter 703, 
the law was amended and the salaries 
of the two appointed members fixed at 
not to exceed $3,600 and expenses. I &m 
informed that the duties of the board do 
not require more than a couple of days 
in each month, and yet they each receive 
an annual compensation of $3,600, whereas 
the Suverintendent of State Prisons, who 
is also a member of the board, receives 
but $6,000 as a total compensation for all 
his services. The State Commission of 
Prisons consists of seven members, and 
there seems to be no good reason why this 
service should not be performed by I!t or 
by a committee of its members, as was 
done prior to 1907. 

I am having a special examination made 
as to conditions existing in this important 
branch of the Government, and hope be- 
fore vour session is far advanced to be in 
position to make to you some extended 
recommendations on this subject. 

Agriculture is one of the greatest of the 
industries of the State, and every proper 
effort should be made to assist its de- 
velopment to the greatest possible extent. 
Material assistance should be generously 
given to our institutions for agricultural 

rogress, and a systematic effort made to 
mprove trade conditions in farm products 
to benefit both consumer and producer. 

The State Fair is a worthy object of 
State assistance, but I question seriously 
the wisdom or necessity of the legislation 
of the last session, which established a 
comrnission of five members, at large 
salaries, to superintend the work in. con- 
nection therewith. 

In the interests of economy, I rec- 
ommend the repeal of such legislation. 

In my opinion, additional legislation 
establishing the rights of laboring men, in 
case of injury while performing their 
work, to compensation from their em- 
plover, should be placed upon the statute 
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at the same time provision for the en- 


of the legal restrictions placed upon the 
employment of child labor. . 

This is a subject which comes home 
most closely to a very large number gt 
citizens of the State, and merits and 
should receive your most thoughtful ana 
caretul consideration. 

A movement which is attracting much 
attention from many of our most public- 
spirited citizens is that which is directed 
toward improving and extending the 
means: for the prevention and cure of 
tuberculosis—the great white plague. It 
would seem to me to be of great import- 
ance to the State that you should enact 
Such legislation as wouid tend to assist 
those ends. 

I reconimend the passage of a resolution 
calling upon the Congress of the United 
States to submit to the Legislatures of the 
Various States a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the popular election of 
United States Senators. 

In my opinion, increased popular con- 
fidence and respect for the upper house 
of the National Legislature will be 
created if the selection of the representa- 
tives of the State be made directly poy 
the people themselves. 

The recent closing of a large State 
banking institution with a number of 
branches in New York City shows how 
closely interwoven are these somewhat 
kindred subjects, and shows very clearly 
also that these departments of our State 
Government have not yet reached the 
point where they properly regulate the 
carrying on of such business or can read- 
ily and quickly detect and prevent gross 
violaticns of our laws. 

I recommend the creation of any addi- 
tional safeguards which may be possible 
to prevent a recurrence of the conditions 
disclosed in the management of the closed 
bank and its allied bodies. 

One of the great difficulties confront- 
ing every Governor of the State has been 
the amount of special legislation, gener- 
ally in the form of local bills, enacted by 
the Legislature and sent to the Governor 
for approval. 

This is a practice which consumes much 
of your time and energy and leaves upon 
the hands of the Executive at the close 
of the session a large number of bills to 
which he cannot give the close study and 
careful thought to which every proposed 
law is entitled. May I urge upon you that 
such general laws may be passed as will 
render unnecessary the mass of special 
legislation annually enacted, and that in 
addition the work of the session be so 
advanced as to enable you to pass, at an 
early date in the session, much of the 
legislation which will require special 
study and care for review. 

As to the Forest, Fish and Game Com- 
mission, and the State Water Supply 
Commission, under these heads I wish 
to call your attention to the very im- 
portant question of the conservation and 
proper development of the natural re- 
sources of the State. It is now generally 
recognized that much of our prosperity, 
health and progress depend upon a con- 
tinuous, all-year supply of pure water for 
the people, and that this can be assured 
only in great quantities by the preserva- 
tion of the forest lands of the State. 


State’s Natural Resources. 
Intertwined with these questions is that 
of the proper development of the great 
water powers which are now 
to gO to waste and the proper utilization 


State an annual revenue of many millions 
of dollars as well as adding greatly to 
the wealth of the people. The State has 
been buying from time to time large 
tracts of woodland, and as all of these 


matters are related In one form or another 
to each other, it has seemed to me to be 
the part of wisdom that they should all 
be placed under one jurisdiction, to the 
end that they may be all treated in such 
manner as to ensure to the people their 
development along the most efficient and 
at the same time the most economical 
lines. 

The Constitutional Convention of 1894 
contemplated the preservation of the Ad- 
irondack forests of this State. The intent 
to preserve carries with it the necessity 
to conserve, and a constructive admin- 
istration of the forests involves the de- 
velopment of the natural resources in the 
‘forests. In order that the State of New 
York should derive the full benefit of 
those resources, either developed or un- 
developed, it will be necessary to utilize 
all the forces which will aid in the ad- 
vancement of this great Commonwealth. 
This State ranks last in the proportion of 
population productively engaged. Al- 
though werank first in the total value 
of our. manufactured products, other 
States are’ relatively increasing in their 
manufactured products faster than the 
State of New York, and this is particular- 
ly true of the coal-producing States. Dur- 
Ing @ score of years prior to 1900 New 
York increased its manufactured prod- 
ucts 100 per cent., Pennsylvania 157 per 
cent., Illinois 200 per cent., Ohio and 
Indiana 150 per cent. If coal from other 
States furnishes the heat energy, we pay 
the profit to the coal-producing States, al- 
though we have within the confin of 
this State power energy equal to all th: 
power energy that can be produced from 
the coal mines of other States, and i 
remains only for us to conserve and 
utilize this power energy for the commer- 
cial and industrial development of our 
State, In the construction of the bare: 
canal we are spending $100,000,000 to fa- 
cilitate transportation of the products ofl 
the soil and of the factory: vet we hav 
hitherto failed to take advantage of the 
hydraulic energy or power units which 
are wasted by the unfettered course of! 
the water from the mountains to the 
sea. Cheap power is vital to manufactur- 
ing, and hydraulic energy is practical] 
the’ only natural resource within this 
State for the development of power—tha 
great and fundamental requisite 
prosperity and comfort of a. eivilized 
community. The total powe used in 
manufacturing in 1905 was 1,643,000 horse 
power, of which 850,000 horse power was 
produced ‘py steam. To produce this 850,- 
YOO horse power with coal throughout the 
year costs $85,000,000, To fe S50,000 
horse power by water and distri! 
electrically would cost $25 
num, thus saving

Rivers, like other re- 
sources of nature, must be adapted to 
man’s uses in order to reach anything like 
a reasonable degree of efficiency. Every 
river in the State exhibits such irregular- 
ity of flow in its natural state that the 
water power which may be 4 
economically from the present mi 
flow is far below the average 
be obtained by means 0} “4 
ulation. We should take advant 
thes@Jindustrial benefits so as to increa: 
the number and prosperity of the peop! 
by the location of manufacturin 
along our systems of waterways 
way there would be increased 
of damage by floods, and there would be 
increased general wealth and health ot 
the people. The accomplishment of this 
great project should not be dela: if we 
are to maintain this Commonwealth as 
the Empire State. 

Reforestation to perpetuate our forests 
is a vital problem to be solved by prac- 
tical methods diligently applied. That we 
should purchase seedlings abroad to do a 
fractional portion of tree planting is a 
reflection on our forestry system, and J 
advocate active work being done to estab- 
lish tree nurseries in various localities 
within the forest preserve, where , 
shipping facilities are obtained. 
nurseries should be on a commercial basis, 
affording abundant stock for tree plant- 
ing in this State. 

I recommend to you, for these reasons, 
the consolidation of these departments 
into one body. 
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honorable body the urgent necessity a‘ 
this time, in the interest of the State an: 
of every citizen thereof, of tlre practice « 
economy in every item of public 1 
ture. We have been for some years past 
spending our revenue with too lavish a 
hand. We have been creating too many 
offices, every unnecessary or useless one 
of which should be at once abolished. 

The State has been making permanent 
improvements, the necessity for some .! 
which is open to serious question, and 
charging the cost thereof to current ex- 
penses instead of spreading it over a 
of years by bond issues, as is done in the 
canal and highway improvemen This 
subject should be carefully looked into 
and no new work begun which is not ab- 
solutely necessary. 

It is time for drastic reform 
trenchment. Every unnecessary avenue 
of expenditure should be closed; every 
unnecessary special body should be ahol- 
ished and the work, wherever possible, 
done by the constitutional officers of the 
State. A particularly flagrant case of 
abuse has been the engaging in almost 
every department of special counsel—to 
whom large fees are paid—to do the legal 
work of the State, which properly shouid 
'be done by the office of the Attorney 
General. I recommend such changes in 
the law aS may be necessary to restore 
to him the work now placed in the hands 
of counsel to the various departments, and 
I particularly suggest the immediate 
transfer to him of all-the legal work of 
the State so far as practicable. In this 
way a great saving of money can be ef- 
fected and the legal business of the State 
centralized in one ames hi great result-/

Indorsement of Johnson by Hale Had 
Alarmed His Friends, but He 
Has a Good Margin. 





Jan. 4.—Charles F. 
Johnson of Waterville, Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of Maine in 1892, 
and again in 1894, a member of the State 
Poard of Legal Examiners and prominent 
lawyer, was nominated on the first bal- 
lot to-night at the Democratic .caucus 
to succeed United States Senator Eugene 
Hale at the expiration of the latter's 
term on March 4 next. As the Maine 
Legislature ts safely Democratic, his 
nomination to-night is regarded as equiv- 
alent to an election. He will be the first 
Democrat to represent Maine in the Sen- 
ate since 1853, when James W. Bradbury 
retired. 

Besides Mr. Johnson the candidates 
were Obadiah Gardner of Rockland, for- 
merly Master of the State Grange, who 
two years ago lacked only 7,000 votes of 
being elected Governor of Maine, and for- 
mer Sheriff W. M. Pennell of Portland, 
who at the September election was de- 
feated for Congres by Asher C, Hinds, 
the National parliamentarian, in the First 
District. The result of the ballot was: 
Whole number of votes cast, 105; neces- 
sary for choice, 53. Johnson, 67; Gard- 
ner, 21, and Pennell, 17.

It is impossible to add 
anything to the statement that for the 
years 1906-7 the excess of revenues 
was $9,047,474, and for the next three 
years the realized excess of expendi- 
tures, not the estimated “ discrep- 
ancy,” as the Republican apologists 
put it, was $8,417,662. There cannot 
be a reasonable or responsible man 
who will not agree with the Governor 
that this tendency must be stopped if 
the State is to retain its credit at a 
time when it is borrowing and spend- 
ing $150,000,000.

COLLEGES AS SPONSORS OF CULTS. 
The “martyred” FERRER’s schools in 
Spain were schools founded and con- 
ducted for the sake of giving potential 
revolutionists an education. They were 
not conducted for the sake of giving 
potential men and women an education. 
The woman suffrage organizations of 
the United States would bend the 
women’s colleges to the purpose of edu- 
eating suffragists. The organizations 
of Socialists would bend the men’s and 
women’s colleges to the purpose of edu- 
cating suffragists and Socialists. 
Whenever these organizations of 
political propagandists can do so, either 
by the use of the name of its President 
or of. members of its faculty who in- 
cline a sympathetic ear to their ap- 
peals, they try to identify the college 
itself with their plans of reform or 
revolution. We have already adverted 
to the methods of the woman 
suffragists who adorn their letter- 
heads and “literature” not only with 
the names of this and that officer of 
women’s colleges, but with their offi- 
etal titles as representing those insti- 
tutions. Last week’s annual conven- 
tion in this city of the Intercollegiate 
Socialist Society revealed the fact that 
it, too, is proceeding along these lines. 


At Harvard the Socialist chapter gains 


attendance at its meetings by first 
persuading some of the professors to 
act as a committee of patronage and 
sponsorship. The name and influence 
of the university are thus used to sanc- 
tion the propaganda. When certain 
Cornellians demurred at this method of 
interesting the general student body 
in Socialism, Mr. Upton Srxcuarr de- 
clared that it depended in each case on 
the “psychology. of the institution” as 
to whether this method should be used, 
or a franker method. 

Is the propagandist ideal of educa- 
tion td prevail in our colleges? Are 
they as institutions to educate young 
men and young women in the spirit of 
learning without partisan bias, or are 
they to train the student bodies accord- 
ing to the tenets of some faith or cult? 
If there are universities and colleges 
that are willing to be sidetracked into 
this ditch, they should announce their 
willingness, so that the public may 


know them at once for what they are. | 








BANK DEPOSIT GUARANTEES. 

When a litigant upon his deathbed 
and at his last gasp receives a decision 
of the court in his favor, the matter 
can be expected to arouse in him only 
a languid interest, or none at all. The 
actua] litigants in the Bank Deposit 
Guarantee cases decided by the Su- 
preme Court on Tuesday are in their 
usual health, we believe, but the subject 
of their difference, the law of certain 
Western States guaranteeing the de- 
posits of banks through the device of 
a fund maintained by contributions 
from all, seems to be in such.a condi- 
tion of approaching desuetude that the 
decision sustaining these laws, so far 
as their constitutionality is concerned, 
is at this time of minor public and prac- 
tical interest. ‘The case decided was 
that involving the law of Oklahoma, 
but this controls also the Kansas and 
Nebraska cases. The Oklahoma law 
originally imposed an assessment of 1 
afterward increased to 5 per 
cent., upon the average daily deposits 


per cent., 


of the State banks, these assessments to 
be paid into the fund from which losses 
incurred through the failure of banks 
were made good. Under the operation 


of this law the deposits itn the State 


|banks of Oklahoma increased from $18,- 
'000,000 in March, 1908, 


to $50,000,000 
1910. In the next six months 
the deposits fell off four and one-half 


on Jan. I, 


| millions, and the resources of the State 


banks, althougn twenty-five new ones 
had been. chartered, decreased from 
$68,000,000 to $60,000,000. In March 
last the following dispatch, appearing 
in the public prints, threw some light 
upon the working of the Deposit Guar- 
antee law: 


GUTHRIE, Okla., March §.—Bank 
Commissioner Youna, ina report made 
to-day on the defunct Columbia Bank 
& Trust Co. of Oklahoma City, places 
the bank’s total lHabilities at $3,294 090. 
The total amount realized from the 
assets is $2,078,541. Assets on hand, 
$1,080,071. .Commissioner YOUNG says 
he has paid liabilities amounting to 
$2,688,607. He concedes approved claims 
against the bank of $133,804, and shows 
that $606,667 is still due the State 
bank deposit guarantee fund, making 
a total of $740,471. In addition, there 
are disputed Mabilities of $222,447, of 
which $210,000 is claimed by surety 
companies, and which the Bank Com- 
missioner refuses to pay. This would 
make the total disputed and undlis- 
puted outstanding Liabilities $962,919. 
Practically all of the State’s guarantee 
deposit fund is tied up in the defunct 
bank’s liquidation. 


The Supreme Court, of course, does 
not pass judgment upon the economic 
wisdom and expediency of these laws. 
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It affirms their constitutlonallty, as 


ing more. The power of the State to 
impose assessments for the guarantee 
fund was attacked upon the ground 


‘that it impaired _the obligation of a 


contract, meaning, obviously, the char- 
ter granted to the bank, and that the 
property of the banks was taken with- 
out due process of law. Justice Houmgs, 
writing the opinion, argues that it 
would be an extreme construction of 
these prohibitions to insist that they 
are applicable to the taking of a rea- 
sonable and small part of the property 
of a citizen for a public and beneficial 
purpose. No one will deny that the 
safety of the funds intrusted to a bank 
by its depositors ought to be assured 
so far as is possible, particularly in 
these modern times, when so very great 
@ part of our commercial transactions 
are settled by the use of checks drawn 
on banks. If, therefore, the Legisla- 
ture thought that this form of guaran- 
tes gave such an assurance of safety, 
it was within its constitutional power 
to enact that the assessments should 
be made. | 

It may be nejs to laymen, and, per- 
haps, to some of the legal profession, 
that laws of this nature regulating the 
business of banks are enacted under 
the police power of the States. Justice 
HouMEs says in his opinion that “in 
@& general way the police power extends 
to all public needs.” In Munw vs. IIll- 
nois the principle was laid down that 
when property becomes clothed with 
& public interest by being used in a 
manner which affects the community 
at large, its owner “‘ must submit to be 
controlled by the public for the com- 
mon good, to the extent of the interest 
which he has thus created.” 

Justice HoutMes declares. that the 
court must recognize the power to com- 
pel this kind of co-operation among the 
banks in the endeavor to “ make fail- 
ures unlikely and a general panic al- 
most impossible.” The recognition of 
the power is a very different thing, 
however, from an assertion of tts effi- 
cacy. The safety fund contrivance In 
the State of New York eighty years 
ago did not have the effect of prevent- 
ing panics or of making failures im- 
possible. Under its operation banks 
failed, bank officers in their eagerness 
for profit disregarded “‘the public in- 
terests to a shocking degree,” the sys- 
tem of supervision was unsatisfactory, 
banks were established that never 
ought to have come into existence, and 
the panic of 1837 occurred during the 
life of that law. The argument that the 
sound and solvent banks should not be 
taxed to repair the mischief done by 
one that becomes insolvent leads neces- 
sarily to the corollary that, if the guar- 
antee of deposits through the creation 
of a fund by assessment is not the 
wisest and best method of securing the 
end desired, then some other and better 
method must be found. That is the 
theory of our present law requiring the 
examination of banks at stated periods. 
That there may be, and ought to be, 
assurances furnished beyond those 
given by examinations has been {ndicat- 
ed by the récent suspension’ of the 
Northern Bank and the Washington 
Savings Bank. We have already ex- 
pressed the opinion that this was a case 
for co-operation among bankers, not 
the Oklahoma kind of co-operation, but 
that sort of action by which communi- 
tiles oftentimes seek to rid themselves 
of undesirable members. It {is safe to 
assume that the antecedents of Rosin 
and his banking methods were known 
to some of the bankers tn New York 
City. If the ordinary examination by 
the State officer failed to disclose his 
rascalities, {t seems to us it would have 
been proper for somebody in the bank- 
ing community to warn the Superinten- 
dent of the department that Rosrn’s 
banking operations ought to be scruti- 
It is the be- 
lief of the most experienced men of fi- 
nance that the enforcement of sound 
banking by thorough examination and 
by the exercise of unceasing vigilance 
affords a better guarantee’of safety 
than the provisions of the laws recently 
enacted in the West, and now sustained, 
so far as their constitutionality has 
been called in question, by the highest 
tribunal. | 


FINANCING THE SUBWAY. 

The Controller declares that he will 
“bitterly oppose” the use of $53,- 
000,000 of city money for subways in 
connection with twice as much Inter- 
borough money, even after the contract 
may have been approved by the Board 
of Estimate. He demands that the In- 
terborough shall contribute every cent 
needed for the new construction. The 
Controller thinks this is in the public 
interests, perhaps because he thinks it 
in some way obnoxious to the monopoly 
which is the temporary operator of the 
city’s property, the city being the true

owner itself, and the monopolist after 


the time that the title {is freed from the 
construction mortgage. 

It is true that the city could find a 
use for the funds which would be re- 
leased if the Interborough financed the 
new subway unaided by the city. But 
it is also true that the city might do 
better by refusing to allow the Inter- 
porough to contribute anything to the 
construction cost. The officials who 
contend that the city can construct the 
more costly Triborough route must not 
contend that the city cannot construct 
the less expensive extensions to the 
subway. The advantage of that would 
be the difference between the city’s 
credit and the credit ofthe Interbor- 
ough. If that difference be taken as 
the difference between 4 and 6 per 
ecent., and if the bonds be taken as 
fifty-year bonds, it follqws that. the 





cost of the subway would be doubled. | 


Why should the Controller insist 4apon | 
the city paying so dear for the sub- 
ways? If the city should avail itself 
of its ten-year option to ‘acquire the 
new road it would have to pay the en- 
hanced cost equally whether it paid 


itself or paid through another corpora- | 


tion acting for the city. And if the city 
did not avail itself of the option, the 
city, before coming into its own, would 
still have to pay through conceding a 
period of amortization long enough to 
cover the increased cost. The period 
of forbearance of enjoyment of its prop- 
erty would be as burdensome as the 
payment of cash. 

Possibly the Controller thinks that 
the city’s retention of this $53,000,000 
which he would extort from the mo- 
nopoly would enable the city to build 
that competitive subway upon which 
his heart is so set. Possibly the Inter- 
borough’s proposal that the city should 
contribute that $53,000,000 is motived 
by the idea that the city would so re- 
duce its resources that .competition 
would be averted. The point is of no 
present fmportance. The expenditure 
df almost $200,000,000 on subways is 
about all that the city can endure, and 
it will work such changes in the transit 
and realty situations that no further 
obligations should be assumed until the 
situation shall become more clear. The 
funds that the Interborough asks are 
the equivalent of those which it has 
spent once before, and which the city 
can spend again as soon as it shall ap- 
pear that the bonds are self-supporting, 
and exempt from the debt limit. Tne 
original issue of subway bonds has not 
cost the taxpayers anything, and it Is 
not probable, hardly possibile, that the 
new ones will, The proposal as it 
stands is a convenient combination of 
public and private credit. Perhaps 
some other combination may be more 
convenient, but the Controller’s sugges- 
tion is not in the public interest.

Hand Brakes. ports that thirty-three 

children were killed last 
year by teoniay cars in. Brooklyn, most of 
which are equipped with the old-fashioned 
hand brakes, while but twelve children 
were killed by Manhattan’s air-braked 
cars. This contrast of the relative ef- 
ficiency of air brakes and hand brakes on 
street railways was published yesterday, 
precédefl a day by the report of forty per- 
sons hurt in a Brooklyn trolley crash, 
which would have been avertéd if the 
motorman .could. have applied . electric 
power and air pressure to the brakes be- 
fore the collision. 

In this case it was the crowding of the 
passengers on the motorman’s platform, 
preventing the free use of his arms, that 
finally hampered him in his éfforts to 
stop the car. But the car had. gathered 
momentum and “*got away” from him 
before the alarmed passengers crowded 
forward. The application of the lever 
that is used with the power brake would 
have averted the danger at the moment 
it was first perceived. The motorman, 
who must all the time be looking out for 
dangers ahead, should never be distracted 
by the distressing need of cranking up a 
brake at any moment. Motormen have 
testified that this process, repeated with 
frequency within short intervals, some- 
times results in a cramping of the muscles 
of hands and arms similar to “ writers’ 
cramp,” utterly incapacitating them for 
quick and efficient service in an emerg- 
ency. Power brakes shouldbe substi- 
tuted for hand brakes on all trolley cars.

The Egypt Exploration Fund, estab- 
lished in 1883, with headquarters In London and 
in Boston, has since that year brought to light 
more of the life of the ancient Nile dwellers 
than all previous agencies combined. Every 
force of laborers set to work by the Egypt 
Exploration Fund closes up a gap between 
civilizations or pushes back the dawn of his- 
tory. The last year has been especially rich 
in the number and importance of its discoveries. 
No story of the anclent world would be com- 
plete without an account of them. _ The im- 
portance of the testimony of Abydos to the 
Osirlan worship observed there throughout the 
duration of the history of Egypt, the secondary 
character of its royal tombs, and the antiqul- 
ties themselves cannot be overestimated. With- 
out the archaecologist’s spade we are at the 
mercy of the theoritsas The future under- 
standing of history lies in archaeology and in 
the exoavationg through which it lives and 
grows. 

The ctvilization developed’ in the Nile val- 
ley must ever be the standard of measure in 
this science, for in Egypt alone we begin at 
the beginning, with the Nile cutting its way 
through the valley, making the land ready for 
occupation.. 

This Winter in the camp at. Abydos evéry 
effort will be made. to shed more light on the 
primitive ofvilization generally called pré- 
historic or predynastic. We have nothing older 
in Egypt, except perhaps a few palaeolithic 
remains, - That these. neolithic people lived 
and held to their own customs for generations, 
doubtless through the eleventh dynasty, seems 
clear, for at Abydos it is possible to study 
their burials in relation to the known and 
fixed dynastio periods. So much work is to be 
done at this site that some selection wil] be 
necessary. Excavation at the roval tombs 
needs continuing. -Two lines of railway are 
in operation there ang work will Be pushed. 
The meaning of the “ Red Mound” must be 
settled, the Osefrion must be opened and copied, 
the large staircase tomb finished, and the 
great cemeteries examined, 

Problems so compelling fn interest are opened 
for determination at this site that the Ameri- 
can branch of the society is to have a repre- 
sentative on M. Neville’s staff this Winter. 
Prof. Thomi&s Whittemore of Tufts College 
will go out for the .fund and have. residence 
at Abydos; he will keep the society in the 
United States in close touch with the develop- 
ments on the field, 

Everything costs something, Intellectual and 
moral costs, as well as pecuniary ones, are to 
be reckoned in. connection with every great 
work of man. 6o0 the great Assuan Reservoir 
on the Nile {ts not only’ to “cost many millions 
of pounds, ft is also to. withdraw. permanently 
from the @rea subject to the archaeologist’s 
search treasures of incalculable value as re- 
vealers of the history of human culture. At 
the end of two years the waters of the. Nile, 
raised by & dam giving a head of 95 feet, will 
cover this district: the papyri hidden beneath 
{ts dry soil will be destroyed, and the more re- 
fractory objects will be rendered forever in- 
accessible. Ten temples, three fortresses after 
1912 will be flooded during the Winter; in 
the Summer and Autumn the ruins will be out 
of the water, but the raising of the barrage 
will swamp and destroy all the cemeteries in 
Lower Nubia. 

The plea fs sent out for assistance in orier to 
seize this fast vanishing opportunity. Wares 
are low {in Egypt. It is estimated. that $25 
will support a spade for the season. 

The purposes of the Egypt Exploration Fund 
are to organize excavations in Egypt: to pub- 
lish perlodically descriptions of the sites ex- 
plored and excavated, and of the antiquities 
brought to Ight: and to insure the preserva- 
tion of such-antiquities by presenting them to 
museums and aimilar institutions.

ASK IMMIGRATION REFORMS. 





Imposed on Foreigners. 


‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—-Direttors, edl- 
tors and publishers of the American AS- 
sociation of Foreign Languagé News- 
papers called upon President Taft. to-day 


and presented a petition urging legislation 


which would remove “ the hardships im- 
posed upon arriving immigrants and up- 
on their relatives and friends.”’ 

The President said he favored the re- 
forms they desired and would do what 
he could to have them brought about. 
Louis N. Hammerling of New York was 
spokesman of the delegation. 

“I do not think you and I differ in the 
slightest degree with reference to the fre- 
sults we ought to reach,” said the Presi- 
dent. He told them that: he. knew Secre- 
tary Nagel of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor was “ anxious. to ad- 
minister the immigrant law not sternly 
but mercifully.” 

*“‘IT shall take up your suggestion with a 
great deal of interest,’ he said. ‘I am 
new to the business. There are certain 
parts of this government that-I under- 
stand very well, but immigration is new 
to me and it is a subject to which I must 
give as much study as I. can, being de- 
endent, however, on the men whom I 
ave selected to administer that law.’”’ 


PLEASED AT POSTAL BANKS.

MME. NORDICA’S CONCERT. 


Excerpts from Wagner’s Music Dramas 
Sung with Orchestra—Berthald Assists 








The first of two projected ‘*‘ Wagner 
concerts”’ was given in Carnegie TFlfall 
vesterday afternoon by Mme, Lillian Nor- 
dica, with the assistance of Baron Ber- 
thald, tenor, and the New York Sym- 
.phony Orchestra under Walter Damrosch. 
Mme. Nordica’s return to “New York in 
almost any capacity welcome, and 
should be an occasion of artistic impor- 
tance; and the welcome that she had yes- 
terday afternoon was quite her due. 
There might have been even a Warmer 
. welcome, and ag occasion of even greater 
artistic importance had her return been 
of a sort more truly in accord with what 
she stands for and what she can achieve. 
The Wagener concert consisted of scenes 
from ‘*‘ Die Walktire’’ and “ Gotterdam- 
merung’’ sung by Mme. Nordica and Mr. 
Berthald, conventionally clothed and in 
their right minds, standing upon the edge 
of the platform, by the side of Mr. Daim- 
rosch. 

These @cenes were the third from the 
first act of ‘*‘ Die Walkiire,’’ beginning 
with the so-called ‘‘ Spring Song,’’ to the 
end of the act; a duet between Siegmund 
and Sieglinde: the scene between Siex- 
fried and Briinnhilde in the first act of 
‘‘ Gétterdammerung,”” where Briinnhilde 
sends her hero forth “to new deeds,” 
and, finally, the immolation and culminat- 
ing catastrophe, with Briinnhilde’s tragic 
apostrophe, at the end of ‘* Gétterdam- 
merung.”’ 

There is not much that can be said in 
favor oft singing such extracts in this 
manner in a town where the works from 
which they are taken have long been and 
still are given’in their proper form and:in 
their proper surroundings. Perhaps the 
portion that suffers most from such treat- 
ment is the closing of the first act of 
‘*‘ Die Walkiire,”’ where there is much ac- 
tion, where the music and the speech lead 
up to one of the most dramatic and thrill- 
ing moments in the trilogy—that in which 
Siegmund draws the sword from the tree 
trunk in Hunding’s Mountain. The dis- 
cussion is as old as Wagner's music— 
dramas themselves, but has pretty well 
closed itself. 

Mme. Nordica was in remarkably good 
voice, and she sang with power, beauty 
of tone, and dramatic expressiveness, that 
brought back memories of her days in the 
opera. Her singing gave great and obvious 

yleasure, and called forth much applause. 
{r. Berthgld made a creditable showing; 
his voice has excellent qualities, even 
though they be not the best, and his task, 
aA very arduous one, he fulfilled with re- 
sults in many ways praisewortliy. 

A feature upon which some stress was 
Inid was the use of English, in the scene 
from “Die Walkiire.’”” The results, like 
results of other similar attempts recently 
made, were not exactly encouraging to 
advocates of opera and music drama sung 
in English, that the text, which conditious 
this dramatic significamce of the music, 
may be constantly intelligible. Very little 
was intelligible, even to close listeners 
familiar with the works and with the 
English language. And yet this fact

“Tristan und Isolde’’ was given for the 
first time at the Metropolitan Opera 
House last evening, having been post- 
poned after its announcement not long ago 
on account of the illness of Mme. Frem- 
stad and others in the cast. It was ex- 
pected that Mme. Lucy. Weidt would he 
the Isolde in last evening's performance; 
but she, in turn, was indisposed, and Mme. 
Fremstad took her place. The audience 
was greeted with an announcement to this 
effect as it entered the opera house, No 
complaints were audible. 

It was one of the noblest and most beau- 
tiful performances that have been heard 
here, which is to say muchi, and yet 


there was nothing essentially new in an 
feature of it. Much of its inepiring quality 
came from Mr. Toscaninne,. who domi- 
nated it at every point. He conducted 
ta superb mastesy with soaring imagi- 
on, dramatic fire and ji 
poetic nflent and intensity, and 
iobody sets forth more eloquently th 
he, or with more power, the Sweaehentin 
Supnory of the score, the essentially me- 
Ip ic quality of its texture; nobody finds 
ore exactly the expression of the pas- 
sion, the languor, and the longing of this 
music, or secures an utterance oom the 
orchestra more finished in detail and in 
the true significance of every phase, and 
yet so splendid in the larger proportions 
and in the sweep of the broader lines. 

The principal singers in this perform- 
ance have all been heard in “‘ Tristan ”’ re- 
peatedly, but in the case of most of them 
never to better advantage. Mme. Frem- 
stad's Isolde is an impersonation that 
grows in beauty and dramatic  signifi- 
cance, even in musical power, every time 
it is heard. She has. never given it with 
so poignant expressiveness or with so un- 
erring effect in every dramatic moment ag 
she did last evening. 

It is an impersonation that shows new 
details, new shades and subtleties of 
meaning with every repitition: new re- 
sources of action and facial play, new 
color in the delivery of phrase, in the 
accent of the declamation. Most of all 
are these things shown in the first act, 
which she has developed with infinite 
subtlety and skill and with an art that 
aratte all the resources of a great. tragic 
actress. is 

Mr. Burrian’s Tristan is equally fa- 
miliar, and in voice and style it is at its 
highest point. Mr. Burrian sings the 
music, a8 well as declaims it with true 
dramatic power, and his. singing has 
gained in beauty of tone and expressive 
power. He is most intelligent in his com- 
position of the part, and his develop- 
ment of the long and arduous course of 
the last act rises to exalted eloquence. 
Would that his personal presence was of 
itself more imposing! 

Mme. Homer’s beautiful singing and 
affecting impersonation as Braugaene 
was one of the most influential features 
of the scenes in which she has a part. 
Words of praise in various measure are 
also due to Messrs. Soomer as Kurwenal. 
Hinckley as: King Marka, Reiss as the 
Shepherd. The performance created a 
profound impression; the audience was 
deeply stirred by it.

There seems to be no longer any doubt 
that Mascagni will not visit this country 
this Winter, and that as a result Liebler 
and Co.'s production of his new opera 
*“¥sobel”’ will be indefinitely postponed. 
The scenery, costumes, vocal score and 
principals were ready at the time the pro- 
duction was announced in November, but 
Mascagni had not at that time completed 
his orchestral score, nor was he ready to 
sail. 

Later when he had completed the score 
he delayed his salling for one reason and 
another, until now it is almost too late to 
attempt to give the opera. 

Miss Bessie Abott and the members of 
her company are all in New York now, 
and just what is to be done with them has 
not been decided. Liebler & Co. have ex- 
pended on the scheme already about $100, - 
000. <A large sum was sent to Mascagni 
for advance royalties, but it is probable 
that he will have to pay this back. 

The score, however, is said to be tn the 
hands of the managers, and a production, 
of course, is possible without the co-op- 
eration df the composer. Mascagni’s rea- 
sons for not sailing do not seem to be 


quite clear, but it is known that his un- 
pleasant experiences in America on a 
former journey have made him not at all 
desirous of coming back again. There is 

a rumor to the effect that he has de- 
manded more money. 

George Tyler conceived the idea of star- 
ring Miss Bessie Abott in a new opera 
written for her by a famous modern com- 
poser some time ago. He announced this 
intention before the co-operation of Mns- 
cagni was secured. About a vear ago that

for Miss Abott. He already

Lady Godiva. This he completed with 
reference to Miss Abott’s voice.

William Savage of the New York police 
to testify concerning an alleged confession 
in which Gallagher, just after the shoot- 
ing, admitted that he had intended to kiil 
Mayor Gaynor, This, however, was over- 
ruled as irrgley ant to the case concern- 
ing the -shooting of Commissioner Ed- 
wards, The Prosecutor was more success- 
ful in bringing into evidence a written 
confession which Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney James W. McCarthy testified 
Galiagher had ade .to him, denying iIn- 
tent to shoot C missioner Edwards, and 
expressing his regret at the Commission- 
er’s injury, but declaring that he had 
meant to kill Mayor Gaynor. It was on 
this staterm ant of Gallagher that the State 
built its @m@tire case and the jury finally 
decided. 

At the conclusion of the State’s presen- 
tation of the case, Mr. Simpson, for the 


case, asserting that there was no evidence 
as to which shot hit. Commissioner Ed- | 
wards; that there was no evidence that it 


kill Mr. Edwards, no matter what might 
have been his intention as concerned, 
Mayor Gaynor. 

Justice Swayze refused to rule that’ 
there had been no intent to kill Commis- 
sioner Edwards. 

Major George T. Vickers, -Assistant 
Prosecutor, summed up in ten minutes for 
the State. 

‘“‘Even if the prisoner did intend to kill 
Mayor Gaynor, and that shot struck Corn- 
missioner Edwards inst@éad,” he _ said, 
‘‘the law holds him responsible for the 
consequences of the energy and intent 
he thus projected. Warned of his rights, 
he himself confessed that he did, with 
that very, shot which struck Commis- 
sioner Edwards, intend to kill Mayor 
Gaynor. The intent is thus proved from 
his own lips.” 

Justice Swayze then charged the fury, 
saying: ‘‘There are two _ indictments 
against the prisoner. The first charges 
him with assaulting Wiliam H. Edwards 
with intent to kill. The second count 
charges him with ordinary assault and 
battery. The _question in the first count 
is not wheth the prisoner intended to 
kill Mayor Gaynor, but whether he in- 
tended to kill Edwards. The second count, 
that he committed assault and battery on 
Edwards, can hardly be denied unless 
the bullet was discharged by accident.” 

The jury filed out at 3 o’clock. They 
returned at 3:30, with this question which 
they handed in writing to the court: 

“Can we find Gallagher guilty on the 
first count if we do not think he in- 
tended to kill Edwards? Or does the 
fact that he intended to kill some one else 
justify us in finding | him guilty of assault 
with intent to kill? 

" daation Swayze replied: 

“If Gallagher intended to shoot, he 
intended the consequences of that act, 
and you have a right to infer, from the 
fact that he used a deadly weapon, that

The. jury theréshon retired for ten more 
minutes, returning at. 3:40 o’clock with 
its verdict, finding the prisoner guilty as 
charged in the indictment.

FARMERS CAUTIOUS OF DEBT 





They Liquidate Mortgages and Acquire 
Bank Balances—Outlook Is for 


Greater Stability and Progress.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 4.—Many of the ex- 
traordinary agencies which contributed to 
the strong demand for money last Spring 
in the agricultural districts of the South 
and the West are again assertive, and city 
and country banks are likely to be com- 
|pelled to meet comparatively heavy re- 





| quirements at least until March 1. 

The National Bank of Commerce, the 
‘largest financial institution in the South 
and West, has obtained forecasts from its 
correspondents in Missouri, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas, New Mexico, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas, Colorado, Washing- 
ton, and California. They show that 
business is not yet up to the normal, and 


the industrial centres look anxiously for 
an adjustment of uncertainties affecting 
corporations and manufacturing estab- 
ments, but even the letters from the dis- 
tricts breathe a spirit of hope. 

Financiers specify two new and very 
promising signs. Farmers have been 
liquidating mortgages throughout’ the 
South and West, and are manifesting a 
reluctance to contract debts. The_ten- 
dency is to invest only surplus funds in 
agricultural land development, and the 
same attitude is noted in all financial op- 
erations. Automobiles are not purchased 
unless they can be paid for, and farmers 
are paying their debts and carrying re- 
serve balances with the banks. 

Banks in all parts of the South and 
West report record profits for 1910. The 
large earnings were due, of course,. to 
the borrowing. While the demand for 
money will be strong at any rate until 
March 1, it will not be so burdensome as 
a year ago. Still the monetary require- 
ments are likely to be greater than in 
any average twelvemonth, -notwithstand- 
ing that banks, companies, and individu- 
als have amassed rese rve funds. 

The outlook is entirely optimistic, as 
viewed by financiers of ‘agricultural dis- 
tricts. Farmers are conservative in pol- 
icy, but they also are more progressive

THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 


WHBEAT.—It was a narrow market in wheat, 
with prices showing a slight recession. The 
decline was not important enough to precipi- 
tate any special selling, and trading was largely 
profesdional. English markets were quite firm 
early on higher Australian markets, but later 
weakened on rains in India, while the Berlin 
rye market was elightly lower. The Paris 
wheat market was strong, and there was a 
good advance at Budapest. The weekly re- 
port on foreign crops showed somewhat more 
promising conditions than recently advised. 
The European visible supply shows a decrease 
of 3,900,000 bushels, against an increase last 
year of 900,000 bushels. The American visible 
increased 2,132,000 bushels. The net change in 
the world’s stocks was a decrease of 1,768,000 


bushels, against a decrease the previous week 
of 2,960,000 bushels, and dn increase last year 
of 641,000 bushels. The world’s visible is 
185,051,000 bushels, against 133,400,000 bushels 
last year, The weather west of the Mississippi 
and in the Southwest was fess severe, but the 
weather question did not seem to be a matter 
of discussion. The market was influenced a 
little by reports of somewhat better flour de- 
mand, while the Western receipts were much 
lighter, amounting to only 1,107,000 bushels in 
three days, against 1,804,000 bushels in three 
days last week and 2,202,000 bushels last year. 
Cash markets were all very quiet. Export in- 
terest in the market was restricted, and no 
business was reported in wheat. Cash No. 2 
red quoted at 98%c, elevator, and at 99\%c, free 
on board, afloat, for export: No. 2 hard Win- 
ter, $1.04%; No. 1 Northern Spring, $1.20%; 
No, 1 Northern’ Manitoba, $1.05%, 

CORN was a little easier, due to further ad- 
vices of good rains in Argentina extending over 
the greater portion of the corn-raising territery 
and giving much needed relief. The Argen- 
tine market, which was quite weak at the close 
Tuesday, opened stong on covering and specu- 
lative buying. This did not seem to influence 
the American markets. There was a little 
foreign buying, and export sales of ten loads 
were’ reported. The Western movement of 
corn has decreased sharply, the current week 
decreasing 900,000 bushels in three days from 
last week.

ISAAC WOLF’S MOTHER DEAD. 


Wife Suppressed News Till After 
Tuesday’s Banquet in Berlin. 


Special Cable to THD NEW YORK TIMES. 

BERLIN, Jan. 4.—A tragic surprise 
awaited Isaac Wolf, Jr., of Philadel- 
phia, the new President of the Ameri- 
can Association of Commerce and Trade 
in this city, when he reached home 
shortly after midnight this morning, 
after presiding at the eighth anniver- 
sary banquet of the organization. A 


cablegram had arrived a few hours pre- 
viously announcing the sudden death 
of Mr. Wolf’s eighty-nine-year-old 
mother in Philadelphia yesterday. 

Mr. Wolf's wife had decided to sup- 
press the message until after the ban- 
quet, which constituted Mr. Wolf’s for- 
mal inauguration—as President of the 
association. He had intended to sail 
for America next Saturday in the Lusi- 
tania in order to be present at the cele- 
bration of his mother’s ninetieth birth- 
day. He will not, of course, be able to 
reach Philadelphia in time fof the 


funeral. 


TALE OF A REVOLUTION FUND. 


American Capitalists Said to be FI- 
nancing Revolts Now in Progress. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—The Record-Herald 
to-day prints a news article in which it is 
asserted that ‘‘carefully laid plans of 
Chicago and New York capitalists to 
finance the revolutions now in progress In 
the Central American countries, coupled 
with the attempted dispatching of two 
filibustering expeditions into the war 
zone, have “been unearthed in Chicago by 
the Department of Justice. 

“More than ten agents of the depart- 
ment are in the city secretly investigating 
the war plot, and the arrest of several 
well-known financiers may result on a 
charge of violation of the United States 
neutrality laws. The ‘jackpot’ fund for 
financing the revolutions is said to ag- 
gregate several million dollars.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Further than a 
guarded statement to the effect that 
agents of the Department of Justice are 
watching for any violation of the neutral- 
ity laws in connection with the revolutions 
in Mexico and Honduras, no information 
in regard to the assertions of The Chi- 
cago Record-Herald is to be obtained at 
the Department of Justice. 

It is known, however, that the depart- 
ment has had as many as twenty-five 
men along the border of Mexico since 
trouble started in that country, and that 
representatives of the Madero faction in 
Washington as well as in other cities have 
been under surveillance. 


THREATENS WAR IN CUBA. 


Castillo Says Attempt by Gomez to 
Get Renomination Will Cause it. 


HAVANA, Jan. 4.—Declarations of in- 
tentions with regard to the succession to 


the Presidency were made simultaneously 
this afternoon by various political lead- 
ers. 

Alfredo Zayas, Vice President of the 
Republic, announces his candidacy for the 
Presidency, Major-General Pino Guerra 


and his brother, Col. Ramon Guerra, 
pledging themselves to give him their ut- 
most support. 

Gen. Loynaz del Castillo, who is now 
Minister to Mexico, announces the candl- 
daey of Gen. Hernandez for President and 
his own candidacy for Vice President.

José Munoze, its jefe politico, who is 
credited with hav ing saved Gen. Navarro 
from disaster in Malpaso cafion by slip- 
ping ‘past the insurgents and giving 
warning of an ambush prepared for him, 
is said to be serving as guide for Navarro 
on his march to Ciudad Guerrero, Na- 
varro is believed to be now on the way 
from Padernales to assault Guerrero, 
where the rebels have been gathering for 
some time.

IMPRISONED IN AN ELEVATOR. 


Sixteen Clothing Operators Chopped 
Out by Firemen, 








Sixteen men, operators on clothing, were 
imprisoned for two hours and a half in 
an elevator that got stuck in the shaft 
of a twelve-story building at 148 and 150 
West Twenty-fourth Street about 6 o’clock 
last night. Firemen from a near-by hook 
and ladder company had to tear away 
part of the shaft with axes before all of 
them were freed. 

A few of the very thin ones, after 
shedding some of their clothes, crept 
through a 6-inch crevice between the bot- 
tom of the elevator and the top of the 
door on the first floor, and these gave the 
alarm. The fat ones had no chance until] 
the opening had been sufficiently en- 
larged. 

Policeman John Harten had just gone 
on post at Twenty-fourth Street and 
Sixth venue when a pale young man, 
coatless, shirtless, and hatless, rushed 
up and begged him-to follow. ‘Then he 
turned and ran. The startled policeman 
followed on the run with a crowd at his 
heels, for he had visions of murder at 
the very least. The excited young man 
darted into the hallway of the building at 
148 West Twenty-fourth Street with Har- 
ten almost stumbling over him and up 
one flight of stairs,

Through the narrow opening at the bot- 
tom of the elevator Harten saw a dozen 
scared faces, while voices in several lan- 
guages implored to be released. 

“We're stuck. Get the whole Fire De- 
partment here,’’ wailed several at once. 

The firemen ran up a ladder to the top 
of the docr and hewed away the fioor 
joists and scantlings until they had made 
a hole a couple of feet square, Then one 
by one the imprisoned men crept out, 
wiping the perspiration from their fore- 
heads and shaking hands with each other. 

The elevator is built to carry about 
2,000 pounds, but the sixteen men made 
up an aggregate weight of more than 
3,500 pounds. The operators thanked the 
policemen and firemen for saving them, 
and announced that they would bring
